Town digs deep for pair injured by nightmare truck collision in Thailand 

Residents 
raise £44k 


in a week 
for holiday

A fundraising campaign which 
was set-up to help a woman with 
her medical bills after she was hit 
by a lorry in Thailand has raised 
more than £44,000 in just one 
week. 

Abbie Sontag, 28, who works as 
a travel agent in Harlow, and her 
partner Pete Brudenell had only 
been enjoying their holiday for a 
matter of days when they were 
involved in a head-on collision 
with the vehicle. 

The couple were admitted to 
Phuket Hospital in Bangkok with 


severe injuries. Abbie’s family 
rushed out to see her on the first 
available flight to Thailand on 
Tuesday, May 8 and have 
remained at her bedside ever 
since. 

Whopping 

But they were hit with the dev¬ 
astating news that Abbie’s travel 
insurance company would not 
pay-out the whopping £35,000 
worth of medical bills need for an 
operation to her back. 

The family took to social media 
and set up a Go Fund Me page to 
try and raise some of the money 
needed for Abbie’s surgery. 


On Tuesday, May 8, the total 
raised stood at just over £6,000. 

But in the space of less than 24 
hours, the family managed to 
raise more than £22,000 extra to go 
towards her treatment, with a 
staggering total of £28,500 donated 
by Friday. 

Yesterday, as the Star went to 
press, the kind and generous 
people of Harlow had donated a 
huge total of £44,095. 

Abbie’s younger sister Ellis 
previously said: “Abbie and Pete 
are two of the most incredible, 
hard-working people and did not 
deserve this to happen to them. 

“They were only a few days into 



their travels when the tragedy 
struck. They were hit by a lorry 
head on and then it hit the car in 
front and spun into theirs. 

“They are being so incredibly 
brave and have both had painful 
operations. Abbie’s injuries 
included a broken spine, three 
broken ribs and a ruptured spleen 
and bowel. 

“We were hit with the devast¬ 
ating news that Abbie’s insurance 


does not cover her medical bills 
and we are now relying on the 
generosity of people to help raise 
the money to get Abbie the med¬ 
ical help she needs without hav¬ 
ing the worries of paying it all 
back. 

“We are eternally grateful to 
everyone that has donated.” 

Both Abbie and Pete remain in 
hospital in Thailand recovering 
from their injuries. 


Abbie was unable to move until 
she had an operation on her spine, 
which happened on Saturday, 
while Pete has already had sur¬ 
gery on his intestines, bowel and 
spleen.

“Shortly after, three fire engines turned up and 
rushed to extinguish the fire.” 

It is currently not known what caused the fire.

Prisoner of War camp holds memories for widow who met 


Watch towers, 
barbed wire 
and guards 
could not stop 
romantic duo

A WIDOW who met her future husband after her 
mum offered sweets to prisoners of war through the 
camp fence is part of a campaign to stop it being 
demolished. 

Nancie Vogel was studying nursing when she met 
her husband, Gerhard, in her 20s. 

She said: “There was my Gerhard, my husband- 
to-be. I use to tease him and pull his leg. I saw his 
blue eyes and there was something about him that 
attracted me.” 

Gerhard Vogel was born in Dresden, East Ger¬ 
many and was stationed at Officer’s Quarters when 
he was 18-years-old during the Second World War. 

The soldier, who was born in 1925, told his wife 
later that “being captured was one of the best things 
to have happened” to him. 

Nancie, 92, described him as gentle, stating he 
was not aggressive or part of the fight against the 
allies. 

She said: “He loved that job at the Officer’s 
Quarters, he never told me anything about shooting 
or anything like that. 

“He loved horses and he used to ride. 

“His sergeant hated him and told him that he was 
going to go to Russia. He was not very aggresive. He 
was scared and kept his head down.” 

Gerhard was captured by the allies and trans¬ 
ferred to England after a short time spent in 
America. When he arrived he was taken to the POW 
Camp 116, also known as High Hall in Hatfield 
Heath. 


Captees were then made to work on the land and in 
the countryside to alleviate the lack of men due to 
the tragedies of the war. 

Nancie’s mother’s cottage was next to the camp 
and she used to pass over pieces of cake to the 
prisoners through the fence. 

This is when Nancie met her future husband and 
they were married until he died in 2013. 

They wed in 1950 and had four children together; 
Clarie (62), Judy, (60), John (59) and Anne (56). 

When they began courting, Gerhard would walk a 
six-mile trip to escort her to the bus stop. 

Nancie, who lives in Old Harlow, said: “I did fall in 
love with him. When you first fall in love you’re in 
another world. 

“It’s not reality.” 

She added: “I really miss him, he drove me mad 
sometimes but I do miss him.” 

Family 

Gerhard was from a small family in Dresden, 
consisting of a sister and two cousins. 

His wife’s large family, including six brothers and 
sisters, welcomed him with open arms when they got 
married. 

Nancie and Gerhard never visited the camp 
together after he was released. Nancie said she 
visited High Hall with her daughter three years 
following her husband’s death. 

She said: “We never went out to see the camp 
together, the first time I went there after my husband 
died, my daughter said to me ‘Let’s go and see the 
camp’.” 

Their children never learned to speak German 





from Gerhard, with him admitting to his wife years 
later why. 

Nancie said: “He told me years later, I didn’t push 
it, he was ashamed of being German at one time.” 

The POW camp is under threat of being demol¬ 
ished with plans to build 40 houses in its place. 
Campaigners have formed action group History not 
Homes and a petition has been launched. 

Nancie believes Camp 116 shouldn’t be demol-

ished completely: “I think they should keep one 
place, just have something as a memorial or a 
museum that school children could visit and learn 
about the history.” 

In a planning application, developers Pelham 
Structures describe the camp as a “blotch on the 
landscape”. 

The plans were submitted to Uttlesford District 
Council last year to develop the area to the sum of 
£8million, with half of the homes having at least 
three bedrooms and ten categorised as affordable.

Lead detective says the bouncy castle incident will remain ‘close to his heart’ 

‘The death of any 
child is a tragedy 
and shocking event’

THE lead detective in the invest¬ 
igation into Summer Grant’s 
death said he “never in his wildest 
dreams” thought he would have to 
work a case such as this. 

The seven-year-old girl died 
after the bouncy castle she was 
playing on lifted off the ground 
and flew 300 metres down a hill in 
Harlow Town Park. 

Two fairground workers were 
found guilty of her death follow¬ 
ing a three-week trial on Wed¬ 
nesday (May 9). 

William Thurston, 29, and his 
wife Shelby, 26, were convicted of 
manslaughter by gross negli¬ 
gence and failing to discharge a 
duty under the Health and Safety 
at Work Act. 

On Thursday, May 10, DCI 
Daniel Stoten, senior officer in 
the case, said the investigation 
was completely unique to any he 
had been involved in throughout 
his 32-year career. 

Unique 

“It was just a completely 
unique investigation,” he said. 
“Never in my wildest dreams 
would I have thought I would have 
been dealing with such a tragic 
incident occurring from 
something that appears as inno¬ 
cent as a bouncy castle. 

“We have all played on them 
when we were kids and we put our 
trust in the people operating 
them.” 

On March 26, 2016, Summer 
went to the funfair with her father 
Lee, sister Lily, aunt and grand¬ 
mother. 

No sooner had she gone on the 
Circus SuperDome, it lifted out of 
the ground and tumbled and 
rolled, reaching “tree-top height” 
before coming to a stop with a 
“crack”. 

The little girl from Norwich

was carried out by the defendant, 
William Thurston, and was 
treated at the scene by paramed¬ 
ics before being taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

Sadly, she died a few hours 
later. 

DCI Stoten said the case is close 
to his heart. 

“It has resonated a lot with me,” 
he said. “I have a young daughter 
and the death of any child is an 
absolute tragedy and a completely 
shocking event. 

“That’s why it’s so important 
that it’s investigated so thor¬ 
oughly. We always owe a duty to 
that child and their family and to 
the wider public.” 

Throughout the trial, the jury 
of seven women and five men 
heard how the defendants failed 
to anchor the inflatable down cor¬ 
rectly and did not monitor the 
weather closely enough. 

There was a weather warning 
in place from March 24 until the 


day of the incident, as Storm 
Katie was set to batter the UK the 
following Monday. 

The inflatable should not be 
used in winds of more than 
24mph, however, gusts measured 
as high as 40mph within the hour 
of the incident. 

DCI Stoten arrived at the scene 
in torrential rain that evening. 

“I had worked that day and had 
just got home when I got the 
phone call,” he said. “I got 
straight back up again and into 
the car. As I was driving to Har¬ 
low, the rain was so torrential I 
could hardly see the road in front 
of me. 

“It was an hour-and-a-half after 
the incident but there must have 
been signs before.” 

Once he had arrived at Harlow 
Town Park, DCI Stoten’s main pri¬ 
ority was to secure any evidence 
available. 

The Thurston’s caravan was 
seized and inside, officers found a 


safety checklist that had been 
typed up after the incident. 

Safety checks should be carried 
out before the funfair opens each 
day. 

He said: “The site had been 
secured as best as it could be. The 
bouncy castle had been packed 
away and put in a trailer. The 
trailer was brought up and we 
seized it. 

“I got out of my car and put up 
my umbrella and it blew inside 
out instantly. I had the Thurston’s 
caravan seized and that proved to 
be the correct decision. 

“We found the laptop with the 
checklist. The fact is they had not 
completed the checks and had not 
used the top anchors and were 
negligent, and because of it poor 
Summer had passed away.” 

Speaking previously following 
the tragedy, Summer's mother 
Cara Blackie said she was "truly 
heartbroken" at the loss of her 
"bright, beautiful and most loving

little girl". 

Her father, Lee Grant described 
her as "the most happy, polite and 
beautiful girl in the world". 

“I saw them on the evening of 
the incident,” said DCI Stoten. “It 
was utter devastation. I’ve met 
with them regularly over the last 
two years and it’s clear it has, 
obviously, had a profound effect 
on their lives. 

“They have another child who 
has suddenly lost her older sister. 
I’m astounded by their level of 
dignity and how they’ve managed 
it. It amazes me. 

“But I do not see what goes on 
day to day and how much they 
must likely struggle.” 

Before the verdict, DCI Stoten 
said he was nervous for Summer’s 
family. 

He said: “I was nervous for 
them. Whatever the jury decided 
would have been the right 
decision. 

“They had considered this for

three weeks and put a lot of 
thought into it. I was more putting 
myself in the position of Lee and 
Cara when that came out. It’s 
never about me.” 

However, DCI Stoten believes 
the Thurston’s became compla¬ 
cent. 

“To the showman community, I 
would say seek expert advice on 
your procedures and bring them 
up to standard,” he said. “I think 
there is enough legislation. What 
is clear is if the Thurston’s had 
complied with the guidelines, 
then most likely this would not 
have happened. 

“If they had taken the bouncy 
castle down before then it 
wouldn’t have happened. I don’t 
think they have moved with the 
times. There’s a great deal of tech¬ 
nology out there now. 

Complacent 

“The Thurstons had done it for 
so long they had became com¬ 
placent. They didn’t go out that 
morning expecting anyone would 
be harmed and they have to live 
with this as much as anyone else 
has but unfortunately, they could 
have done a huge amount more.” 

Despite the verdict, Summer’s 
family are likely to never fully 
come to terms with what 
happened to their little girl. 

He said: “This whole process 
would have weighed heavily on 
Summer’s parents. It’s a lot of 
pressure. In that sense, it’s a 
weight off their shoulders but 
quite often we hear people say 
that they can now move on but I 
think they will always be coming 
to terms with Summer’s death. 

“This might be a significant 
event in that process but we can¬ 
not minimalise the impact of her 
death. It’s still very raw. Every 
birthday, every Christmas is a 
reminder and always will be.” 

The Thurstons are due to be 
sentenced within the next 
month.

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Paedophile arranged to meet 
13-year-olds for a threesome 

Pervert tried to hide phone from police who entered his house with a search warrant

A HARLOW pervert who attemp¬ 
ted to meet with two 13-year-old 
girls for a threesome talked about 
getting one of them pregnant and 
moving her into his home. 

David Mills, 43, of Parsonage 
Leys was convicted of his crimes 
at Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Friday after he messaged two 
decoy social media accounts set 
up by vigilante group Public 
Justice PHL posing as the two 
girls. 

A string of vile messages sent 
between Mills and the ‘girls’ in 
2015 showed him talking about 
having unprotected sex with them 
both and how he would look after 
one of them if she became preg¬ 
nant. 

He messaged: “If you did get 
pregnant I would support you.” 

After contemplating going to 
prison for his actions, Mills, who 
was previously convicted for inde¬ 
cent exposure in 2000, added: “I 
would meet you each week and 
give you money and if your par¬ 
ents kicked you out I would have 
you here living with me.” 

Other messages - too graphic to 
show and report - were also read 
out in court to the jury. 


Mills, who works as a coach 
driver, was due to meet the ‘girls’ 
on Saturday September 5, 2015, 
but instead took a job taking pen¬ 
sioners to the seaside in 
Southend. 

After coming to the attention of 
police, Mills was arrested 10 days 
later on September 15 after a 
search warrant was executed. 

The court heard how he 
obstructed police from entering 
his house and tried to hide his 
phone in a ‘desperate’ attempt to 
stop them from finding any 
incriminating material on it. 

Indecent image 

On his phone, he was found 
with a Whatsapp message to one 
of the ‘girls’ and an indecent 
image. 

Mills maintained that the 
images found on his laptop and 
phone as well as the messages 
were the work of a hacker, but the 
jury saw through his lies and 
returned guilty verdicts on all five 
counts he was faced with after 
only 90 minutes. 

Mills was granted bail until his 
sentencing hearing on Friday 
June 22 when a custodial sen¬ 
tence is expected to be passed for 
two counts of attempting the 
commission of a child sex offence 



and three counts of accessing or 
saving indecent images of chil¬ 
dren. 

Two members of Public Justice 
PHL, both survivors of child 
abuse themselves, had followed 
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the trial in its entirety and were 
there when Mills was finally con¬ 
victed for his sickening crimes. 

‘ J’ - not his real name - said: “It 
was the worst we have done in 
more than three years of doing 
this. 

“It was the first time I was 
actually physically sick from 
reading his messages.

Bus service cuts still under review 


ESSEX County Council has not 
ruled out further cuts to bus routes 
it supports - despite already with¬ 
drawing several bus services last 
year. 

It has said it is undertaking a 
strategy review over supported 
bus routes even though 12 sup¬ 
ported routes were taken out of 
service last year. Among suppor¬ 
ted routes are the number 9 which 
runs on Saturdays between Great 
Bardfield and Braintree, the 250 
from Waltham Cross to Debden 
and the 251 from Waltham Cross 
to Upshire. 

Other changes to existing 
routes are being examined now. 

Essex County Council says the 
only services that have been with¬ 
drawn are those which have seen 
such low passenger numbers that 
they have exceeded its long stand¬ 


ing £5 per passenger journey rule. 

But financial constraints have 
placed further pressures on the 
county’s public transport routes 
that depend on taxpayers’ support 
- the total budget for supported 
bus services has fallen from 
£9,619,753 in 2016/2017 to 
£8,289,509 in 2018/2019. 

Support 

Most buses in Essex are run by 
commercial businesses without 
subsidy from the local authority. 
Essex County Council refers to 
the running of these services as 
being “on a commercial basis”. 
These companies range from 
small, family-run businesses to 
big multi-national companies. 

A small percentage of bus ser¬ 
vices or routes are run with fin¬ 
ancial support from Essex County 


Council. 

The council says no more ser¬ 
vices are planned to have cuts or 
to be completely withdrawn in 
2018/2019 but that “ECC is under¬ 
taking a strategic review” and 
“any changes will be consulted 
over”. 

A spokesman responding to a 
Freedom of Information request 
that has revealed the state of the 
county’s support for bus services 
said: “Essex County Council con¬ 
tinues to seek to protect as much 
of the network as possible in 
extremely challenging financial 
circumstances. 

“It has wholly reviewed and re¬ 
planned the supported network in 
recent years to deliver efficien¬ 
cies through re-design while 
retaining as much of the network 
as possible.”

A MOTHER that protested 
against convicted paedophile 
Steve Youens moving in next door 
has been cleared of accusations of 
harassment. 

Susan Fleming, 51, was alleged 
to have harassed the wife of the 
child sex offender online in Keck- 
sys, Sawbridgeworth and 
appeared at Stevenage Magis¬ 
trates Court on Thursday, May 10 


for trial. 

Sacked Harlow ambulance 
technician Youens moved in with 
his parents in Sawbridgeworth 
after he was handed a suspended 
18-month prison sentence for 
organising to meet a boy for sex. 

Residents made placards 
against him living in the area and 
police arrested Susan, who denied 
holding two fingers up to the com¬ 
plainant, in November and kept 
her in a cell for eight hours. 

Magistrates, however, dis-

stantine, who was given the case 
at short notice and was not 
responsible for serving the evid¬ 
ence, told the court the crown 
considered the harassment “ser¬ 
ious”. 

Susan had posted comments 
about Youens on Facebook that 
upset his wife but Stuart Cooper, 
defending, dismissed the accus¬ 
ation and insisted there was “no 
violence and no threats”. 

He said the closest her com¬ 
ments got to swearing was 
describing her as a “dozy b****”. 

Miss Constantine’s application 
to adjourn the trial to give the 
prosecution time to prepare the 
evidence, not been seen by either 
representation, was rejected. 

Describing the proposal as 
“unconscionable”, Mr Cooper 
said it was unacceptable the 
crown had not given evidence and 
urged magistrates not to delay the 
trial.

In a statement, Mrs Fleming 
said: “The last six months for me 
have been hell. 

“Having never been in trouble 
with the police in my life to being 
arrested and dragged through 
court for a crime I did not commit 
has been a huge strain on both me 
and my family. 

“This case has been a huge 
expense to me personally and a 
waste of taxpayers’ money. This 
case has always been about free¬ 
dom of speech and the concerns of 
the community about where sex 
offenders reside. 


“Reasonable opinion, comment 
and debate should not be stifled in 
a free country. It is a shame the 
police have used their resources 
prosecuting me rather than pro¬ 
tecting the community. 

“I hope that I can now be left to 
live in peace and quiet.” 

Susan, who attended court with 
husband Ian, 44, and friend Gra¬ 
ham Rundall, said the protests 
were peaceful. 

The mother of four and grand¬ 
mother of seven said she was 
scared to invite the whole family 
to her house as she worried if the 
children could play freely with 
Youens next door. 

The couple have previously 
fostered two children over a two- 
year period and Susan admitted 
she feared the process would cost 
them the chance to foster again. 

“I was scared of losing my job 
and not being able to foster 
again,” said Susan, who carried 
on working as a finance manager 
until her trial. 

“But I was never worried about 
going to prison, I know I did noth¬ 
ing wrong.” 

Graham used to live opposite 
Youens and his wife and said he 
had seen Susan “crumble” over 
the past six months and described 
her as a “relieved woman”.

DISTANT relatives of a 104-year- 
old Harlow woman who died at 
her care home have been tracked 
down and will attend her funeral 
this week. 

Daisy Staines, who once lived at 
St Michael’s Close, passed away as 
the oldest resident at her care 
home but had no family or friends 
to attend her funeral. 

That was until distant relatives 
Valerie Herrtage and Alan 
Gerken were tracked down by a 
team of genealogists, after our 
story gained nearly 4,000 shares 
on Facebook. 

Valerie and Alan are both first 
cousins once removed of Daisy - 
both of their mothers were her 
cousins. 

Daisy was taken into care at 
Ashlyns Care Home on Septem¬ 
ber 28, 2010, after she developed 
dementia. 

And though she was popular 
among residents and carers alike 
at the home, she sadly had no 
known family or friends by her 
side in her last days. 

But after discovering the news 
of their shared ancestry, both 
Valerie and Alan confirmed they 
will be going along to her funer¬ 
al. 

Valerie, 70, who lives in Ching- 
ford, said: “We are fairly certain 
she was my grandmother’s niece 
or my mother’s cousin. 

“I had not seen much initially 
about it in the press. 

“It was just interesting - I had 
never really done much on my

family tree. But I do remember my 
mum talking about my cousin 
Daisy. 

“I wish I had realised earlier. 

“My daughter Googled her 
name and it came up with your 
story. I recognised the wedding 
photo as it had been amongst my 
grandmother’s photos which she 
had given to me.” 

Alan, a distant cousin to both 
Valerie and Daisy, will also be 
going to her funeral. 

Daisy was a keen ballroom dan¬ 
cer in her youth and her carers 
said she had a passion for dance 
and music. 

Activity co-ordinator, Alison 


Armstrong, said: “When she 
came to us, she had dementia. She 
had a brother called Fred who 
would come and visit her reg¬ 
ularly but we think he has since 
passed away. 

“Daisy was a very keen dancer, 
she used to enjoy talking about 
dancing with her late husband 
and looking at old photos of them 
both. 

“She was such a character, she 
had a great sense of humour and 
she was also telling us stories 
about the war years.” 

Daisy, who was born in Tot¬ 
tenham, north London, in 1913, 
married in 1939 when she was 25 
years old. Her husband died in 
1980. 

Alison added: “She had her 
favourite people and only let 
people in who she trusted and 
liked but she loved other people’s 
company. 

“Her main fashion statement 
was wigs and she used to put them 
on and dance around her room. 

“She loved anything floral and 
green, and she loved cats and 
animals. Whenever we had ther¬ 
apy dogs in, her face would just 
light up.” 

Daisy had three brothers, Joe, 
George and Fred, who also lived in 
Harlow and died last year at 103 
years old. 

Daisy will leave Ashlyns at 
10.15am tomorrow (Friday) with 
her funeral being held at the 
crematorium in Parndon Wood 
Road at 10.45am.

A DECISION on a new hospital in 
Harlow may come as early as this 
summer, the Government has 
announced. 

Minister for Health Stephen 
Barclay told the House of Com¬ 
mons that the NHS is working 
with bosses at Princess Alexan¬ 
dra Hospital to develop a strategy 
for an investment assessment. 

He agreed that the hospital, 
which was completed in 1966, is in 
a poor condition. 

The statement was in response 
to Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
asked the hospital minister to 
confirm that Harlow is at the “top 
of the list” for capital funding and 
that the town will get the new 
hospital it “desperately needs”. 

Mr Barclay said: “We recognise 
that the Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital estate is in a poor condi¬ 
tion. 

“NHS Improvement is working 
with the trust to develop an estate 
and capital strategy by summer 
2018 to be assessed, with other 
schemes put forward, for the next 
capital announcement for sus¬ 
tainability and transformation 
partnerships. 

Discussions 

“I am very happy to meet my 
right honourable friend to have 
further discussions about it.” 

Business case to replace exist¬ 
ing hospital 

The chief executive of Princess 
Alexandra Hospital says a new 
hospital is needed for the town to 
keep up with its housing and pop¬ 
ulation growth. 

Lance McCarthy, the trust’s 
chief executive, has said almost 
£100m investment is needed to 
maintain current standards over 
the next decade. 

He is now developing an outline 
business case to replace the out¬ 
dated hospital. 

An additional £50m is thought 
to be needed to make the improve¬ 
ments necessary to refurbish 
wards and to bring the hospital up 


to modern standards. 

Speaking after news the hos¬ 
pital had been taken out of special 
measures in March, Mr McCarthy 
said: “The environment doesn’t 
help. We are working out of ori¬ 
ginal 1960s buildings and infra¬ 
structure that causes us 
significant problems on a regular 
basis. 

“It is becoming increasingly 
hard to maintain and increas¬ 
ingly hard for us to provide mod¬ 
ern services in a building that 
wasn’t designed for the volume 
and type of care we are provid¬ 
ing. 

Harlow 'needs new hospital' in 
face of 51,000 extra homes 

“If we project ahead, we need a 
new hospital to manage care into

the future.” 

The hospital has identified 
£27m worth or improvements that 
are required over the next five 


years which increases to £90m 
over the next decade. 

Mr McCarthy added: “That is 
just to stay still and then we need 
another £50m to refurbish wards 
and bring the hospital up to mod¬ 
ern standards. 

“With those figures you are 
looking at building a new hos¬ 
pital. 

Outline 

“We’ve submitted a strategic 
outline case to the regulator NHS 
Improvement that is with the 
Department of Health and we are 
meeting them at the end of the 
May to hopefully get formal 
approval to develop an outline 
business case - a detailed busi¬ 
ness case for a new hospital.” 


In the meantime, the popula¬ 
tion of Harlow and the surround¬ 
ing areas are expected to increase 
dramatically over the next 15 
years. 

“We are really clear we need it 
because of current environmental 
issues and concerns and to future 
proof and to provide the best care 
we can,” Mr McCarthy added. 

“We are working really closely 
with councils around their hous¬ 
ing plans. 

“The five or six boroughs we 
serve are set to have 51,000 new 
homes by 2033. 

“That’s a lot of extra people. We 
are working closely with them to 
understand that and the type of 
patient and demographic who 
will move in.” 


Economic 
push for 
county set 
on success 

A NEW-LOOK cabinet has been 
unveiled at Essex County 
Council, including a new 
appointment to drive economic 
development across the county. 

Councillor Gagan Mohindra 
will take on the new portfolio of 
economic development, which 
includes housing, in his first 
senior cabinet role. 

On Cllr Mohindra’s 
appointment, leader of Essex 
County Council David Finch 
said: “Gagan will renew our 
focus on economic growth. We 
know that Essex needs at least 
136,000 new homes over the next 
20 years - Gagan will work with 
partners across Essex to 
facilitate housing growth in such 
a way that the characteristics of 
the county we cherish are 
protected and enhanced. We are 
not just building new homes, we 
are building communities.” 

Councillor Kevin Bentley will 
continue in his role as deputy 
leader, but will take on a new 
and larger infrastructure 
portfolio, which now includes 
highways.

services could be better too. 

Ukip always aim to 
provide first class services, as 
cheaply as possible, whilst 
working with residents to 
focus on their priorities.

THE first thing to say in 
response to this is that 
Harlow Council has not 
increased its portion of the 
tax people pay. 

However it is correct that 
Essex County Council, which 
is responsible for the state of 
our roads and pathways, has 
increased its substantially 
larger portion by 4.99 per 
cent. 

Just last week, the AA 
released a report which 
shows that the cost of 
damage inflicted on vehicles 
as a result of the state of our 
roads in the first four 
months of this year, is the 
same as the total cost in 
2017. That is to say, the 
amount of money spent on 
repairing cars by motorists 
and insurers has tripled 
since last year. 

Nationally, the AA 
estimates there will have 


been over 4,200 claims for 
pothole damage so far this 
year compared with just over 
3,500 estimated claims 
across last year. 

It described the number of 
potholes as an “epidemic” 
and a “national 
embarrassment”. 

The AA also said that in 
most cases the damage 
caused by a pothole - a 
ruined tyre or even two tyres 
and perhaps a wheel rim - 
does not justify making an 
insurance claim given that it 
is likely to lead to the loss of 
your excess and no-claim 
bonus. So the claims they are 
seeing are clearly much 
worse than that. 

Drivers are hitting 
potholes and ruining their 
suspension, steering, the 
underbody of the car, 
breaking axles and 
occasionally being knocked 


off course and hitting other 
vehicles, kerbs or a lamp- 
post. 

The AA said a survey of 
over 17,000 people had 
found 88 per cent of drivers 
think roads are in a worse 
state now than 10 years ago. 

The people of Harlow are 
absolutely not getting value 
for money. 

The shocking condition of 
Harlow roads, which the 
Tory controlled Essex County 
Council are supposed to 
maintain, have reached 
outrageously low standards 
not seen for generations. 

The potholes are a visible 
sign of the chronic under¬ 
investment which has 
plagued our infrastructure 
and public services, in the 
name of ‘austerity’ for 
almost eight years and 
people in Harlow deserve 
better.

Hospice trains 
volunteers to 
be a friend to 
lonely and sick 

ST CLARE Hospice has 
recruited and trained its first 
cohort of supporters to join a 
new community-led project 
aimed at tackling loneliness 
and isolation across West 
Essex and East Herts. 

Eleven people completed 
the two-day training course 
at the end of March and 
graduated as trained 
Compassionate Neighbours. 

Compassionate 
Neighbours is an award 
winning, community-led 
project for people living with 
a life-limiting illness, or who 
are experiencing frailty, 
loneliness or social isolation. 

The project was founded by 
St Joseph’s Hospice in East 
London in 2011 and received 
national recognition when it 
won the Charity Times 
Community Award in 2017. 

Compassionate Neighbours 
projects have now been 
established in a total of eight 
hospices. 

St Clare Hospice’s project 
is being led by Stacey 
Towler, Compassionate 
Neighbours project manager. 

Commenting on recruiting 
her first Compassionate 
Neighbours, Stacey said: 

“The response from the 
public to the launch of our 
new community-led project 
has been phenomenal. 

People are aware that 
loneliness and isolation 
amongst older people is an 
issue in their community, 
and so they feel motivated to 
be part of a social movement 
that is addressing this very 
real issue. There is also 
clearly a huge desire 
amongst people to be there 
for each other, and to offer 
their support to their 
neighbours, and this project 
is just about unlocking that 
desire and enabling people. 

“We are delighted to have 
trained our first cohort of 
Compassionate Neighbours 
and are now undergoing the 
matching process - whereby 
we find appropriate

community members for 
them to visit.” 

Stacey added: “The 
matching is really where the 
magic happens. My role is to 
get to know both the isolated 
community members, and 
the trained Compassionate 
Neighbours, so that we 
match them based on their 
shared likes, interests and 
experiences. 

“The important thing is 
that the relationship is equal 
- it is not about a person 
having care or a service 
‘done to them’ - but about 
two people connecting and 
sharing time together in a 
way which has a positive 
impact on both of their well¬ 
beings.” 

One of the newly recruited 
St Clare Compassionate 
Neighbours is Diane Bailey, 
from Harlow, said: “I really 
enjoyed the training that we 
did and am excited to have 
become one of St Clare’s 
very first Compassionate 
Neighbours. 

“When I heard about the 
project I just thought it 
sounded like a fantastic 
initiative and one which I 
would be proud to get 
involved with. 

“ I know that there are 
lonely people in my 
community who would enjoy 
just having a cup of tea and 
a chat. I wouldn’t know how 
to find these people, or how 
to offer my companionship 
to them, so to have a project 
like Compassionate 
Neighbours is great. 


“It is helping me to fulfil 
something which I have 
wanted to do, but just didn’t 
know how. I am still working 
full-time, but I am 
committed to making the 
time to pay someone a visit 
every week for an hour. We 
all lead busy lives, but if you 
want to do something, you 
can always make the time. 

“Taking part in the 
Compassionate Neighbours 
project is a really worthwhile 
way to spend my time, and I 
know I will be making a 
difference to someone who 
is lonely.” 

St Clare Hospice aims to 
recruit a total of 50 
Compassionate Neighbours 
in the first year of the 
project. They will be running 
a second round of volunteer 
training in April 2018.

County's first school rap tutor 
is boosting pupils' confidence 


A SCHOOL which offers free 
music tuition to young 
people is bringing its lessons 
bang up to date with the 
arrival of Essex’s first rap 
tutor. 

Burnt Mill Academy, in 
Harlow, prides itself on 
offering its students - often 
from deprived backgrounds 
- opportunities to learn to 
play musical instruments 
and perform to live 
audiences. 

With music lessons 
focusing predominantly on 
traditional instruments, the 
school was keen to find new 
ways to reach those young 
people who might only have 
an interest in modern music 
genres. 

Rap tutor Lemzi, real name 
Alex Lemom, is now working 
with a range of students to 
inspire them to develop a 
love of performing and to 
boost their confidence. 

He said: “Wealth Esteem, 
my general name for 
workshops and tuition, is 
accentuating the unlimited 
potential each young person 
has in their lives. Through 
the cliched terms of 
determination, hard work 
and focus, a lot can be 
achieved. However, through 
a willingness to grow, 


graciousness and showing 
spirit, anything can be 
achieved. 

“The Wealth Esteem 
workshops are simply ways 
to engage that part of young 
people.” 

Cristin Casey, director of 
performing arts at the Burnt 
Mill Academy Trust and 
chair of the Essex Music Hub 
board, said: “We are finding 
more and more that children 
want to rap. So, I took that to 
the Music Hub and they 
recruited Lemzi. 

“As far as we’re aware, 
we’re one of the only schools 
in the country employing a 
rap tutor. We are moving 
with the times. 

“We noticed the impact 
Lemzi had on the first two 
students he worked with in 
just two weeks; they were 
holding themselves 
differently and had more 
confidence. One of them had 
not wanted to perform in 
front of anyone; he went 
from being a really shy boy 
to asking for opportunities to 
perform. He got up and 
performed in assemblies and 
that is not something he 
would have done before. 

“Another student who 
could not keep eye contact 
when he spoke to you before 


can now look you in the eye 
with confidence. 

“Lemzi is good at building 
relationships and boosting 
confidence as he has 
extensive experience of 
mental health and youth 
offending work with young 
people. Plus, he is very cool 
with his own album on 
Spotify and runs club nights, 
so he is an inspiration to our 
students. He is teaching 
them high-level performance 
skills which gives them 
confidence to do it. 

“There was a worry that 
students would want to use 
the bad language often 
associated with rap music, 
but Lemzi spoke to them 
about why that language is 
in rap and urged them not to 
use language they would not 
use in their everyday speech. 
He has such a great way of 
speaking to students about 
the industry; he’s like a 
mentor to them.” 

Lemzi is working with 
students in Year 7 to 11. 

Mrs Casey said: “This is an 
opportunity to open up 
music to those who may 
have felt a barrier before. 

“The impact it is having on 
our young people is 
remarkable. Performing arts 
is vital to the whole child.”

... and primary's new choir is giving 
shy children their voice in a crowd 



A NEW primary school choir 
is transforming lives in its 
first few days of creation. 

Cooks Spinney Primary 
Academy, in Harlow, is part 
of the Burnt Mill Academy 
Trust (BMAT) which makes 
musical education a priority 
for its young people. 

As a result of the musical 
opportunities being brought 
to the school, Cooks Spinney 
has been inspired to launch 
a choir, called Voices of the 
Future. 

Not only was the choir 
filled within one day of 
launch, but it has already 
had a dramatic impact on 
pupils. 

After just one rehearsal, 
every member of the choir - 
made up of 17 Year 2 to 5 
pupils - chose to take part in 
their very first performance 
in front of an audience of 
parents in assembly. 

Year 4 teacher Tracy Pope, 


who is co-ordinating the 
choir, said: “One little girl 
who struggles emotionally in 
certain scenarios and is very 
shy was so excited to join the 
choir; she was happy to be 
there. Despite having low 
confidence, she turned up 
and performed out of choice; 
that’s a big thing to do in 
front of parents. 

“It gave me goosebumps 
and is so exciting. It’s about 
finding that one thing that 
will get a pupil’s attention 
and spark some passion for 
school and for learning and 
the choir has provided that 
for some. 

“We have made a brilliant 
start to the choir which we 
hope to expand in future. We 
have already got them their 
own T-shirts as we know 
they are going places. This 
choir is here to stay and will 
just grow and grow, as will 
the confidence of our 


performers as they get more 
experience under their belts. 

“It’s about being a part of 
something. To be in a choir 
is to feel a sense of belonging 
to the school.” 

The choir - which has 
picked This Is Me as its first 
song - has signed up to be a 
part of Student Voices to 
perform at the 02. It is also 
hoped the choir will 
collaborate with musicians at 
Burnt Mill Academy in joint 
future performances. 

They will also perform at 
various school events, 
including the summer fete, 
and sing outside 
supermarkets to raise money 
for charity. 

Reception teacher Zoe 
Dempster has experience of 
running choirs at previous 
schools and has ideas for the 
new Cooks Spinney group. 

She said: “I have always 
had a passion for music and 


used to play in an orchestra 
as a child so I’m very 
musical. So, I was very keen 
to get involved in helping to 
set up the Cooks Spinney 
choir club. 

“I am keen to play around 
with the arrangement of the 
song, to look at getting 


pupils singing solos and 
experimenting with singing.” 

Cristin Casey, BMAT 
director of performing arts, 
said: “Singing has a wealth of 
benefits, from wellbeing, 
development of confidence 
to increased engagement in 
the classroom. There are 


powerful links between 
learning music and the 
development of literacy 
skills, but the bottom line is 
that singing is fun. Singing 
brings people together to 
develop a sense of belonging 
and community while 
lowering stress levels.

Changing 
face of our 
medical 
centres 


WITH the recent closure of Osier 
House in Potter Street, I wanted 
to have a look at how medical aid 
was provided to the early 
inhabitants of Harlow New 
Town, writes Ryan Karolak, of 
Harlow Museum. 

With Princess Alexandra 
Hospital being opened in 1965, 
the nearest equivalent would be 
St Margaret’s, in Epping, some 
10 miles away. The National 
Health Service Act of 1946 meant 
that Harlow needed to supply 
accessible healthcare to its 
rapidly increasing population 
and with around 20 per cent of 
the population under the age of 
five (leading to the well-known 
“pram town” tag-line of Harlow) 
the second generation of “new 
towners” needed to be healthy. 

What started as a single pilot 
site, developed into a town-wide 
scheme that has pretty much 
seen every town follow since its 
inception - neighbourhood-based 
medical centres to supplement a 
central hospital. 

The Master Plan of Harlow 
was based around the idea of 
“neighbourhood clusters” with 
each area accommodating the 
needs of its residents through 
shops, libraries, schools, public 
houses, light industry and of 
course, medical centres. The first 
area (Mark Hall North) had its 
medical centre (Haygarth House) 
open in January 1952, designed 
to fulfil the tasks of general 
practitioner, dentist, maternity 
and child welfare as well as 
health visitors. Much like a lot of 
the early developments in 
Harlow (The Regal, Adventure 
Playground, and the like) 
Haygarth House was converted 
from two dwellings rather than 
purpose-built, but it was noted 
for having a “friendly, intimate 
atmosphere” away from the 
sometimes clerical and sterile 
white of a traditional clinic. 

With this being a success, the 
areas of Mark Hall South, 
Netteswell and Potter Street 
followed in 1955 with their own 
medical centres of Nuffield, 
Sydenham and Osier 
respectively. 

The medical centres were a 
combined funded effort from the 
Harlow Development 
Corporation and the Nuffield 
Provincial Hospitals Trust led by 
the Rt Hon Viscount Nuffield 
running at a capital cost of 
£60,000; working out at £3 per 
member of the population 
served, coinciding with the 
expected increase of population 
to around 20,000 to 22,000 by the 
1960s. 

Much like the subtle 
differences in housing designs 


created by architects, these 
medical centres would follow a 
similar approach stating that: 
“Like their predecessors, these 
buildings are to some extent 
experimental. There are 
deliberate variations in the 
clinic accommodation, in the 
arrangement of doctors’ 
surgeries and examination 
rooms, in window style and 
heating methods. But the main 
plan of the earlier building has 
proved its worth and has been 
retained.” 

The later additions of Addison, 
Bentham, Chadwick, Galen, 
Edinburgh and Keats in 1958 
continued this approach; coming 
in at around £134,000 (an 
increase due to equipment like 
X-rays). 

Sir Geoffrey Gibbs, of the 
Nuffield Trust, expressed that: 
“When this great project is 
completed, Harlow will have a 
comprehensive co-ordinate ‘first- 
line’ medical service, without 
parallel in the country, which 
may well serve as a pattern for 
the future”. 

To a certain extent, that can be 
seen across the country with 
neighbourhood medical centres 
supplementing a hospital which 
was able to fully come to light by 
1965 with the opening of the 
hospital by Princess Alexandra. 

So What of Osier House? In its 
opening documentation it is 
described as such: “A single¬ 
storey brick building with a flat 
concrete roof, has been designed 
to accommodate two doctors in 
private practice and local 
authority clinics and services. 
The building is U-shaped, a large 
airy waiting hall link two wings. 
In one wing there is 
accommodation for the two 
doctors, including two surgeries 
(each with an examination 
room) and reception office. The 
other wing contains 
accommodation for the local 
authority - clinic, waiting, 
consulting, examination and 
health visitors’ rooms. A kitchen 
and district nurses’ room open 
directly on to the main waiting 
room.” 

The architects were the 
Harlow Development 
Corporation Design Group; the 
builders, J and J Dean; the 
quantity surveyors, Messrs 
Horace W. Langdon and Every. 

In my early years living in 
Harlow, my GP’s surgery was 
Osier until the Florence 
Nightingale Centre in Church 
Langley opened; but for those of 
you that were based at Osier, it 
would be interesting to know 
how much the above description 
changed.

RETELLING The Little Mermaid 
from a feminist perspective? High 
time - or a daring affront? 

Irish author Louise O'Neill takes 
on the challenge and broadly 
succeeds. She blends the Disney 
and Hans Christian Andersen 
hallmarks (her mermaid, Gaia, is a 
princess with red hair, whose feet 
cause agonising pain with every 
step) into a modern setting: she 
falls in love with the privileged 
son of a shipping company CEO, 
and the characters are no longer 
all white Europeans. 

Following in the footsteps of 
Angela Carter - with a YA bent 
and liberal use of expletives - 
O'Neill widens the context: Gaia 
wishes to escape a coercive 
father, unwanted marriage and 
society that restricts female 
agency; but discovers that 
the human world contains the 
same sexual abuse, jealousy, 
vindictiveness and gender power 
struggles. 

It's not perfect, with the odd 
plot hole and occasional heavy- 
handedness, but it's an attempt 
to be applauded.

As exams loom, LISA

E XAM season is here, and

The author of forthcoming 
children's book Super Coach Arty vs. 
The Shadow: Taking the Fear out of 
Failure, Lorraine points out that 
although parents want their children 
to enjoy life and achieve their 
potential, many aren't sure how to 
make it happen. 

"Supported and happy children 
are more likely to succeed and 
believe they can," she stresses. 

"Children put under the wrong 
kind of pressure will be less 
resilient." 

So how can parents strike the right 
balance between being positive and 
being too pushy? By helping 
children learn how to fail, says 
Lorraine. 

"For many children, failure is their 
greatest fear. They worry about 
letting mum and dad down. But 
success and failure is something we 
all must learn how to manage - 
learning to fail can help motivate 
children to rise to challenges." 

She explains that failure can also 
encourage reflection, connects 
children's actions with 
consequences, and teaches 
patience, positive thinking, 
determination and problem solving. 

"It helps them to learn to manage 
disappointment," she adds. 

Here are Lorraine's top 10 tips for 
parents... 


1 DEFINE WHAT SUCCESS 
MEANS IN YOUR FAMILY 

IT MAY mean living by your values, 
taking responsibility, trying your 
hardest, being positive and 
treating other people well. 

When your child is being 
'successful,' give them 
specific, evidence-based 
feedback about the 


mm. 


Learning to fail can be a good thing in the long-run 


personal value, strength, skill or 
quality they've demonstrated. 

This information is filed on their 
inner personal memory sticks and 
strengthens resilience, giving them 
tools to use when facing challenges. 

PRACTISE FAMILY RELAXING 

IN TODAY'S busy world children 
rarely relax, so build it into your 
family schedule. 

Practising regularly will make it 
easier for them to do this when 
they're tense. 

Teach them to breathe in deeply 
(think of smelling their favourite 


pizza) and breathe out (like blowing 
a bubble). 

They could tense and relax 
different parts of their body, or end 
the day with relaxing classical 
music. 

3 UNDERSTAND THEIR 'UPSTAIRS' 
AND 'DOWNSTAIRS' BRAIN 

HELP children understand there's a 
neurological reason why they find 
some feelings so challenging. 

Their emotional voice (downstairs 
brain) is very well developed from 
an early age and is loud. 

Their rational voice (upstairs

NAME IT AND TAME IT 

TALK about and get children to 
draw their whole range of feelings. 
All are natural and play an 
important part in their 
emotional toolkit. 

Giving a feeling a name is the 
first step to helping children 
believe they can understand 
and manage it, rather than 
fight it. This is particularly 
important for painful feelings 
like fear, anger and sadness.

This encourages problem¬ 
solving, patience and 
determination. 

Demonstrate that it's a 
strength to ask for help. 

Many children think it's a sign of 
weakness if they can't do everything for 
themselves.

METHOD: 

1. Place the salmon in a 
bowl, add the ingredi¬ 
ents for the marinade, 
and mix together.

Take out 30 minutes 
before cooking to allow 
the salmon to come to 
room temperature. 

2. Lightly scrape the 
marinade from the 
salmon. Aim to remove 
all the bits in the 
marinade without 
removing too much of 
the sauce. Leave the 
salmon to one side and 
reserve the marinade 
for later use. 

3. Heat the oil in a 
saucepan over a

medium heat until it 
reaches 160 degrees C. 
One way to tell when 
the oil is ready - place a 
wooden chop stick into 
it. When bubbles form 
on the surface of the oil 
it is ready. 

4. Add the peppercorns 
and stir-fry for one 
minute. Place the 
salmon, skin-side 
down, into the pan and 
cook for three minutes 
until the skin is crisp. 
Flip the salmon over 
and pour in the 
marinade and coconut 
water (avoid pouring 
onto the salmon skin, 
otherwise it will lose its 
crispiness). Keep the 
pan on the heat for a 
further four minutes 
until the salmon 
becomes sticky and 
golden in colour. Keep 
the ingredients moving 
as you don't want them 
to burn, but avoid 
moving the fish. 

5. Carefully transfer the 
salmon to bowls with a 
little of the cooking 
liquid. Sprinkle with 
the spring onion, 
chillies and shallots. 
This dish is best served 
with rice and/or a side 
of vegetables. 


T HUY Diem Pham is a 

chatterbox and a feeder, 
of the loveliest order. 
Attend one of her supper 
clubs and there might be 
five dishes on the menu but 
you're guaranteed to be served 
six or seven, the food appearing 
as she recounts stories of a 
childhood spent in Vietnam, 
walking barefoot picking "stinky 
but delicious" durian fruit, 
helping on her grandparents' 
farm and watching her mother 
make intricately layered broths. 

Thuy (pronounced "Twee"), 

36, moved to the UK aged seven, 
and three years ago quit a career 
in advertising to open a restau¬ 
rant - and now has a cookbook 
to match too. The move into food 
began with being so inspired by 
restaurant meals that she'd go 
home and recreate them, while 
"pretending I was a chef on TV" 
followed by a series of supper 
clubs (she and her husband and 
business partner, Dave, would 
drag their sofa up to their 
bedroom to make space for 
guests) and a blog. Things went 
so well that they eventually 
launched The Little Viet Kitchen 
(LVK) in north London. 

The plan was to share "dishes 
from my village, dishes my 
grandma made that didn't really 
exist anywhere else" and to do it 
in a way that meant when you 
walked into the restaurant, you 
felt you were "being hugged" 

"If you went to a Vietnamese 
home, love is all you would feel," 
says Thuy. "In our culture, we 
don't cuddle or give kisses, but 
we do it through food. That's 
what brings us together." 

Part of her mission is to get 
people to taste "the wonderful 
flavours" she grew up with. "We 
were not rich in money, but we 
were so rich in the love through 
our food," she recalls - and 
underpinning her philosophy is 
the belief that "food really tastes 
better if you understand it" 

Thuy explains: "In our home 
cooking, we don't follow recipes, 
we follow the flavour and watch 
the ingredients we have. So if a 
tomato is a really dark red, it 
means there's no need to put in 
as much sugar and salt, but if it's 
green and a bit yellow, then you 



know it's harder, it won't be as 
sweet, but it's got a lovely tang to 
it, which means you need to 
balance that out - that’s what my 
mum taught me, and I've kept all 
those tips with me, and I'm using 
them every day when I cook." 

But if you didn't grow up 
among a family of 
Vietnamese women 
with exacting 
standards who 
cooked food suffused 
with love, history, 
tradition and intuitive 
knowledge, you need 
a cookbook that'll 
show you the way. 

Hence Thuy's debut 
recipe collection, also called The 
Little Viet Kitchen. 

From baked sea bass with 
lemongrass, chilli and ginger and 
sticky ribs, to caramelised 
coconut catfish and Vietnam's 
national dish, Pho (pronounced 
"fuh"), she acknowledges that it 
features some "really big recipes" 


- the kind you have to know if 
you truly want to fathom, and 
then master, Vietnamese 
cooking. 

"They are time-consuming, but 
also real," she says. "We work and 
then we have 30 minutes to cook 
dinner, which is a shame, but the 
truth; save my book for 
the weekend, when 
friends and family come 
over, and actually spend 
some time in the 
kitchen." 

You’ll certainly need 
to set aside a day if 
you're to make her Pho, 
a shimmering broth 
laden with beef, fortified 
with oxtail and scattered with 
aniseedy Thai basil. "I spend too 
much time in the kitchen making 
broth," 

says Thuy lightly, with a woe-is- 
me grin, "but it's my kitchen, 

I'll do what I want." 

In fact, she puts endless hours 
into her food, whether that 


means testing new recipes on 
her day off, or getting in at lam 
from the restaurant and replying 
to all her social media comments 
before bed. "I look at my 
husband sometimes and I feel so 
bad - he's shattered, his life was 
great before he met me," she says 
with a huge laugh. 

Ask her what's going through 
her mind while she cooks, and 
she says: "I want to cook things 
that make me happy; when I'm 
cooking I want to transfer what 
I'm feeling. You hope that your 
flavours and your seasoning will 
have the power to make some¬ 
one smile." 

Then she adds: "I cook in fear a 
little bit - I just never want to 
become complacent. That fear 
makes me work harder and 
makes me taste everything 10 
times."

IT'S that time of year when the 
International Wine Challenge 
announces its latest award-win¬ 
ners and I'm always keen to check 
them out and share them with 
you. I could wax lyrical about lots 
of the winning wines, but for the 
purposes of this space I'll point 
you in the direction of a 
handful. 

I'm thinking "I told you so" 
with Tesco Finest Premier 
Cru Champagne (£19.99) 
which scooped a gold medal. 
Judges said it had "vibrant, 
crisp acidity layered well 
with brioche and honeyed 
weight". It was my Best Buy 
out of all the supermarket 
fizz I tried for the festive 
season last year. Tesco also 
won gold for Tesco Finest Chablis 
Premier Cru 2015 (RRP £15).

It took me all of an hour to rush 
to Asda when I saw that the Extra 
Special Selection Marlborough 
Pinot Noir 2014 (£8.50) had won 
a gold medal. Now then - here's a 
thing. I couldn't get hold of the 
2014 vintage in my store, the 
vintage wasn't available and 
perhaps it has sold out. I bought 
the 2016, which isn't the award- 
winner but it is still a beautiful 
wine and great value too. 

The judges described the 2014 
as having "intense perfumed 
aromas, red fruit and floral notes”. 

If sherry is your thing you 




should head down to Waitrose 
which won no less than six gold 
medals for its fortified wines, 
including Gonzalez Byass 
Matusalem Cream VORS 30 YO 
(£19.99 for 37.5cl). There were 
gold medals at Waitrose for seven 
reds, four whites, and three 
sparkling wines including Corn¬ 
wall's Camel Valley Pinot Noir 
Rose Brut 2015 (£29.99). 

Morrisons also celebrated gold 
with three own-brand sherries 
Morrisons The Best Oloroso, 
Morrisons The Best Palo 
Cortado and Morrisons The Best 
Pedro Ximenez, all £6 for 37.5cl. 
Staying in Spain it won gold for 
the rioja Morrisons The Best 
Marques De Los Rios Rioja Gran 
Reserve 2011 (£12). 

Marks & Spencer won gold for 
three whites and a red - Marks & 


Spencer Ascheri Langhe 
Arneis 2017 (£13.50), Marks & 
Spencer Domaine Pierre de 
Prehy Chablis 2016 (£15.50); 
and Darting Estate 
Durkheimer Riesling 2016 
(£10.50). The red was Colome 
Altitude Blend Malbec 
Cabernet Franc Tannat 2015 
(£12.50). 

In all, over 900 medals were 
awarded to wines available in 
supermarkets, including 50 
gold medals, 351 silver and 512 
bronze. To check them out go to

It has been my first afternoon of 
the year sitting outside enjoying 
the rays with a glass (or two?) of 
wine. These two were our compan¬ 
ions: Dark Horse Rose (RRP 


£8.50, widely available, 12.5% 
abv) is a Californian wine, ripe 
and tasty with strawberries, red 
berries and creamy notes. It is 
a blend of grenache, barbera, 
pinot grigio, tempranillo and 
zinfandel. 

My second pink, Peter 
Yealands Sauvignon Blanc 
Rose (RRP £9.99 Waitrose, 
12.5% abv), is elegant, with red 
berries and a floral subtlety 
with a mineral edge. I visited 
Yealands in New Zealand and it's 
amazing; so I'm happy to tell you 
that the producer is offering four 
pairs of tickets for a 10-day trip to 
New Zealand to see their vine¬ 
yards in action. Check out neck 
collars on bottles up to May 28.

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INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 4) 

1kg chicken wings, any extra fatty 
skin removed; 1kg pork ribs, 
washed and cut into single ribs. 

For the marinade: 8 lemongrass 
stalks, crushed and finely diced; 12 
Asian shallots, finely diced; 4 bird's 
eye chillies, finely diced; 3tbsp fish 
sauce; Itbsp soy sauce; 3tbsp 
granulated sugar; Itbsp honey; 
Itbsp crushed black peppercorns; 
90ml sesame oil. To serve: 2 or 3 
red chillies, sliced lengthways; 
lOOg spring onions, finely sliced on 
the diagonal; pineapple fish sauce 
(see below). For the pineapple 
fish sauce: (Makes approx 21) 
500ml lemon juice; 750ml fish 
sauce; 600g rock sugar, 
crushed; 8 garlic 
cloves, diced; 600g 
finely chopped 
pineapple; 8 red 
chillies, finely I 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Put the lemon 
juice, fish sauce and 
sugar into a small saucepan 
set over a medium heat. Stir 
until the sugar has dissolved, 
then immediately set aside 
to cool. Stir in the garlic, 



pineapple and chillies and 
mix well. 

2. Combine all the 
ingredients for the 
marinade and mix well. 

Pour half the mixture 
into a separate bowl and 
add the chicken wings. 
Massage the marinade into 
the chicken wings and leave 
to marinate in the fridge for 
at least three hours, or ideally 
overnight. Repeat the 
process with the remaining 
marinade and the pork ribs. 
Take the meat out of the 
fridge at least 30 minutes 
before cooking. 

3. Sunny day option: 
barbecue. Grill for 20-25 

minutes, turning 
halfway through the 
cooking time. Grill 
I the pork ribs for 
1 25-30 minutes, 
turning often. 

4. Rainy day option: 
oven roasted. For the 
chicken, preheat the oven 
to 180 degrees C/160 degrees 
C Fan/Gas Mark 4. Put on a 
baking tray lined with foil, 
leaving the marinade behind 
and setting it aside for later. 
Roast for 40 minutes, turning

halfway through. Brush over 
the reserved marinade and 
roast for another 10 minutes. 

5. For the pork ribs, preheat 
the oven to 200 degrees 
C/180 degrees C Fan/Gas 
Mark 6. Put on a baking tray 
and brush on the marinade, 
leaving a little. Roast for 50 
minutes, turning the ribs 
after 25 minutes. Brush over 
the reserved marinade and 
continue to cook for a further 
10 minutes. 

6. Scatter with the chillies 
and spring onions and serve 
alongside the pineapple fish 
dipping sauce. You could 
serve this with rice or 
vermicelli noodles and a 
side salad. 


INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 2-3) 

300g Asian broccoli, washed and 
dried; 3tbsp sesame oil; 6 garlic 
cloves, crushed; 2tsp soy sauce; 
Itsp granulated sugar; Itbsp chilli 
and lemongrass marinade (see 
below). For the chilli and 
lemongrass marinade: (Makes 
approx 600ml) 200g dried shrimp; 
500ml vegetable oil; 2tbsp finely 
diced garlic; 10 spring onions, 
white parts only, finely chopped; 
Itbsp shrimp paste; Itsp dried 
red chilli flakes; 2tbsp 
granulated sugar; Itsp 
salt; 2tsp fish sauce; 

200ml chilli oil; 
vegetable oil 


METHOD: 

1. Make the 
marinade: Soak 
the dried shrimp 
for 30 minutes in a 
bowl of warm water. 

Drain, pat dry with paper 
towels, then blitz in a food 
processor for 30 seconds to 
form a fine floss and set 
aside. Heat the oil in a 
saucepan over a medium 
heat until it reaches 160 
degrees C. Add the garlic and 
the white parts of the spring 


onions, and fry for one to 
two minutes, or until the 
garlic starts to turn light 
golden in colour. Add 
the dried shrimp and 
shrimp paste to the 
pan and stir in the 
chilli flakes, sugar, salt 
and fish sauce. Reduce 
the heat to very low and 
cook for a further 20 
minutes, stirring occasion¬ 
ally to stop burning.

Take the pan 
off the heat 
and leave the 
marinade to 
cool 

overnight, 
uncovered.

2. Bring one litre of water to 
the boil, and blanch the 
broccoli stems for 20 seconds 
then immediately submerge 
into a large bowl of cold 
water.

then take out and drain. 

3. Heat the sesame oil to a 
medium heat in a small 
frying pan. Add the crushed 
garlic, keeping it moving 
around the pan for approxi¬ 
mately 10 seconds until the 
colour begins to change to a 
light brown. 

4. Add the broccoli, soy 
sauce and sugar and toss for 
one minute, making sure the 
broccoli is coated evenly in 
the sauce. 

5. Remove the broccoli stems 
from the heat immediately, 
ensuring it remains al dente, 
and plate. 

6. Now drizzle over the chilli 
and lemongrass marinade 
and it's ready to serve.

Billy Howie and Saoirse Ronan in Chesil Beach

ON CHESIL BEACH (15) ***** 


SOME of the most important relationships in 
our lives are galvanised by seizing the right 
words to express an invisible churn of 
conflicting emotions. 

Other relationships fracture and ultimately 
implode in agonising, awkward silences 
between friends and partners, who are afraid 
to acknowledge that burning desires now run, 
at best, lukewarm. 

Published in 2007, Ian McEwan’s novella On 
Chesil Beach is an astonishingly moving 
portrait of doomed love, set against the 
ravishing backdrop of the titular stretch of 
shingle in Dorset. 

McEwan has skillfully adapted his Booker 
Prize-nominated work and the film, directed 
by Dominic Cooke, comes impressively close 
to capturing the quiet intensity that transfers 
from the page into the tear-filled mind’s eye. 

Three-time Oscar nominee Saoirse Ronan 
and Billy Howie are impeccably cast as 
trembling virginal newlyweds, who are ill- 
equipped to navigate the minefields of each 
other’s insecurities and sensitively handled 
intimations of sexual abuse by one parent. 

There is a tragic inevitability to the trajectory 
of the couple’s fragile relationship, and a quiet 
devastation shared by us and the characters as 
awkwardness, shame and incomprehension 
press a self-destruct button, inflicting deep 
wounds that will never heal. 

Gifted violinist Florence Ponting (Ronan) 
and history graduate Edward Mayhew (Howie) 
prepare to spend their first night together as 
husband and wife in a hotel located close to 
Chesil Beach. 

The sound of lapping waves drifts in through 
billowing curtains as the couple unpacks. 

As the afternoon bleeds into evening, a 
mosaic of flashbacks illuminates the couple’s 
radically different backgrounds. 

While the bride is at the mercy of strict 
moral codes of the era, upheld by her mother 
Violet (Emily Watson) and father Geoffrey 
(Samuel West), the groom draws on his 
relationship with his “brain-damaged” mother 
Marjorie (Anne-Marie Duff) to embrace his 
passions. 

Tension in the room builds gradually to the 
moment Florence and Edward must 
consummate their marriage. 

On Chesil Beach is an artfully composed 
character study of youthful naivete and small, 
telling gestures such as Florence’s flinch when 
one particular hand touches her shoulder. 

Ronan and Howie are an attractive pairing 
and Watson, Duff and West provide sterling 
support in small yet pivotal roles. 

“I am... most terribly sorry...” whispers 
Florence as she fumbles for the right words - 
no, any words - to soothe her spouse. 

Cooke’s film elegantly reveals the chinks of 
pain and regret in each stuttering syllable.

To defeat a powerful 
adversary like Cable, Wade 
forms a “forward-thinking, 
gender-neutral” band of misfits 
called X-Force comprising 
Bedlam (Terry Crews), Domino 
(Zazie Beetz), Shatterstar (Lewis 
Tan), Zeitgeist (Bill Skarsgard) 
and lovable everyman Peter 
(Rob Delaney). 

“I don’t know much about 
this Cable fella,” muses Peter, 
“but I guarantee you he hasn’t 
killed as many people as 
melanoma has.” 

Deadpool 2 puts its own spin 
on the tried and tested Marvel 
Comics formula of spectacular 
action sequences, earthy 
humour and heartbreak. 

A couple of uncredited 
cameos are delightful surprises 
and Beetz has a blast exploiting 
her acrobatic heroine’s 
superpower: endless good 
fortune. 

New Zealand rising star 
Dennison, who was a pint-sized 
hoot in Hunt For The 
Wilderpeople, is short-changed 
by the script but doesn’t get 
lost in the blitzkrieg of digital 
effects. 

In a filthy-minded tug of war 
with the first film, Leitch’s 
sequel comes off a fitfully 
entertaining second best. 


Reynolds’ endless supply of 
chisel-jawed charisma atones 
for some sins and Josh Brolin is 
a worthy addition to the cast as 
a time-travelling assassin with a 
heart-breaking personal 
vendetta. 

Former Special Forces 
operative Wade Wilson, aka 
Deadpool (Reynolds), receives a 
swift kick to the nether portions 
from Lady Luck as he continues 
to romance sex club worker 
Vanessa (Morena Baccarin). 

Plunged into a fiery pit of 
despair, Wade is rescued by X- 
Men buddies Colossus (voiced 
by Stefan Kapicic) and 


Negasonic Teenage Warhead 
(Brianna Hildebrand), who now 
has an electrified girlfriend 
(Shioli Kutsuna). 

The noble mutants enrol 
Deadpool as a trainee and for 
his first assignment, the wise¬ 
cracking rogue attempts to 
subdue a misunderstood 
teenager called Russell (Julian 
Dennison), who is being 
hunted by futuristic soldier 
Cable (Brolin). 

“You’re just a clown dressed 
up as a sex toy,” Cable growls 
at Wade during an early 
skirmish. 

“So dark,” counters the

Revisiting a classic

A very special 
performance of 
Mike Oldfield's 
Tubular Bells is 
coming to Essex 
next month. Glen 
Oldershaw finds 
out more 

A rare must-see concert 
of the music of Mike 
Oldfield, performed by 
talented Essex-based 
musicians is coming to 
Chelmsford. 

Tubular Bells Live!, is 
appearing at the Chelmsford 
Civic Theatre stage on Sunday, 
June 3. The stunning live show 
is a project instigated by 
musician, composer and 
arranger Phil Toms, a 
Chelmsford resident who is also 
Head of Creative Arts Degrees 
at Colchester Institute. 

Phil said: “Mike Oldfield was 
a massive inspiration to me 
when I was growing up. I 
remember watching this 
documentary at the age of six 
about him writing the Blue 
Peter theme and it’s remained 
with me ever since.” 

Phil’s technical skills and 
knowledge led him to transcribe 
all the parts to Mike’s first 
album Tubular Bells. Released 
in 1973, Tubular Bells has 
become a classic record, a 
must-have in any music 
collection. The album is held it 
such high regard it was used by 
Danny Boyle in the opening 
ceremony for the 2012 
Olympics, a celebration of the 
very best of Great Britain. 


Difficult 

Phil explained how he set 
about transcribing such a 
fiendishly difficult piece of 
work. 

“It was for a re-mixing 
competition and because I have 
perfect pitch and can listen to a 
note and know exactly what it 
is, it enabled me to transcribe 
the various parts. With the 
renewed interest because of the 
Olympics there were various re¬ 
issues of stereo surround sound 
versions and some of his older 
demos which allowed me to 
deconstruct the whole thing. 

“There was no real reason to 
doing it, I just wanted to see 
how the album worked, what 
went into it and how the 
various parts were put together. 
I wanted to get into the nitty 
gritty and pull the thing apart, I 
suppose a bit like a mechanic 
might do to an engine.” 

It took Phil two years to write 


out all the parts to Tubular 
Bells. There the project might 
have stayed were it not for a 
chance encounter with a well- 
known rock guitarist Jay 
Stapley, who toured with Mike 
Oldfield as a member of his 
band and performed on stage 
with him at the legendary 1992 
Edinburgh Castle concert which 
launched Tubular Bells II. 

Phil said: “I was interviewing 
him for a job,” he smiles, “and 
he just happened to mention he 
had worked with Mike Oldfield. 
So after he got the job, I said 
‘right, let’s talk about you and 
Mike Oldfield’. 

“I suppose it was having a 
Mike Oldfield alumni working 
at the college that got me to 
thinking about possibly doing a 
Tubular Bells concert.” 

“We then chose our favourite 
hit singles such as Moonlight 
Shadow, To France and Five 
Miles Out along with other 
instrumental excerpts to 
complete the programme. In 
2017, our performance raised 
over £8,500 for the Mercury 
Theatre’s charity project in 
Colchester and many 
international fans flew in to 
watch.” 

After this performance Mike 
Oldfield himself posted a review 
of the concert on to his 
personal Facebook page and 
pressure grew for the ensemble 


to tour. Phil said: “That was a 
huge honour as he is a man of 
few words.” 

“Following the 2015 and 2017 
concerts, we are indebted to 
our local and national fans but 
also to our international fans 
travelling in from Italy, 
Germany and even Brazil to 
watch the tour. Several of the 
fans have sponsored the event 
and super-fan Jeremy Parker 
will be the guest MC 
announcing the instruments 
during the climax of Tubular 
Bells Part 1.” 

Tubular Bells Live is a now a 
13-strong ensemble, with many 
musicians playing at once to 
achieve the distinctive multi¬ 
layered sound of Mike Oldfield. 
In some places up to four 
keyboards and five guitars are 
being played all at the same 
time. 

“Our band consists of 
professional musicians 
composed mostly of teachers 
and graduates of Colchester 
Institute, including Steve Smith 
who is regularly to be found 
playing guitar with the BBC 
Concert Orchestra, and ranges 
from the mid-20s through to 
the mid-50s. 

“Many of the band were born 
after the album was released 
but each has their favourite 
track from Oldfield’s extensive 
discography.” 


“Jay has guided our guitar 
style and performance ethos to 
be similar to that of the 1990s 
tour of Tubular Bells II for 
which he played. 

“We are the only UK 
ensemble to play these tracks in 
an authentic reproduction. 
However we do want the music 
to come alive in a live concert 
setting so some musical 
improvisations and liberties 
have been incorporated.” 

A must-see for Oldfield fans, 
the show not only features 
songs from Tubular Bells, but 
many of Mike Oldfield’s other 
hit albums, such as 
Ommadawn, Incantations, 
Songs of Distant Earth and his 
most recent album 2017’s 
Return to Ommadawn, which 
achieved a high spot of number 
4 on the UK albums chart. 

And of course the evening will 
feature many of the well-known 
hits including Moonlight 
Shadow, To France, Man in the 
Rain and Guilty. 

Phil added: “The performance 
is a mix of a classical concert, a 
pop gig and New Age hypnotic 
meditation so there’s 
something for everyone!”

To Life. The song also featured in the 
London Olympics' opening ceremony. 

On top of that, the Soul II Soul 
lifestyle saw three shops in London 
selling clothing emblazoned with their 
Funki Dred logo and there was even a 
slogan - “A happy face, a thumpin' 
bass, for a lovin' race.'' 

"We're from the days when a 
number 14 bus and a supermarket 
trolley got us around," says the 
producer and DJ remembering the 
days when he and a school friend used 
to go to play dances with their first 
sound system aged just 13. 

"I started DJ-ing in 1977 at a street 
party for the Silver Jubilee. That was 
my inspiration then... I wanted to have 
the biggest sound system in the 
world." He adds with a grin: "I suppose 
you have to be careful what you wish 
for. Back then the world was changing. 
The music business was becoming 
more fragmented. It was the cusp of 
technology. My roots are in analogue, 
but I embraced the technology and 
lots of people started to talk about our 
first record. We did not want to 
compromise, we never wanted to 
compromise - and now it has been 30 
years." 

Soul II Soul plan to mark their 30th 
anniversary with a nationwide tour 
later this year paying tribute to their 
legendary debut album Club Classics 
Vol 1. The double Grammy Award 
winners will play 12 dates in October 
and November including a date at the 
London Palladium. 

Jazzie got his start working in 
Tommy Steele's recording studio as a 
tape operator and learned about every 
aspect of the business. 

The warehouse scene was in 
full-swing by the mid-1980s and was a 
natural fit for Soul II Soul's creativity. 
"We were very arty as an early sound. 
We never had conventional speakers, 
we used pyrotechnics in a dance, we 
had banners and strobes in a house 
party,” says Jazzie. 

His influence on the music scene 
has been considerable and an 
ironworks sculpture of Jazzie can now 
be found on a bench at his London 


its own 


birthplace at Finsbury Park. It was 
voted for by residents who wanted to 
highlight people from the area who 
had inspired the community. 

Jazzie has also been awarded an OBE 
for services to music - the first UK 
sound man to be invited to a 
Buckingham Palace investiture - and 
won an Ivor Novello Award for 
Inspiration, as "the man who gave 
British Black music a soul of its 
own" James Brown, Public Enemy, 
Sinead O'Connor, Ziggy Marley 
and Destiny's Child are just a few 
of the artists he has produced 
and remixed tracks for. 

The 55-year-old remains as 
passionate about music as 
when he first started DJing and 
fondly remembers the days of 
mix tapes and vinyl. He admits 
he has lost count of how many 
records he now has in his 
collection and how much he 
spends on new music. 

"I've never counted them," he 
admits. "If you have a big car you 
don't think how much petrol it costs 
to run it. I don't go to record shops 
any more. It's not the same vibe, but I 
do check out charity shops and 
secondhand shops." 

He declares: "Soul II Soul are bigger 
than myself. Sometimes there can be 
12 to 16 people on stage. It's another 
way to experience the magic. It's alive 
and kicking and when you can give the 
crowd that experience it kicks it up to a 
whole new level. It's phenomenal. 

"It's a whole new world out there and 
Soul II Soul is still around." Jazzie 
jokes: "Maybe it's something in the 
water. I'm just going to keep on moving 
and keep on doing what I love.”

Debut Radio Free America is an 
all-guns-blazing onslaught of pop- 
rock tracks, filled with heavy 
production laced with layers of guitar 
riffs that you can't help but bop along 
to. There's an element of the 1990s, 
but Sambora, 58, and Orianthi, 33, 
work best when their voices blend. 

Soaring emotion-packed vocals and 
electronic elements from a bygone 
music era abound, and standout 
tracks include Making History, 
Together On The Outside, the I Love 
Rock 'n' Roll-sounding Rise. A strong 
effort filled with tracks that will no 
doubt become sing-along staples if 
you give this album a listen more 
than twice.

ALWAYS say Soul II Soul is a 
work in progress," chuckles 
Jazzie B. "Excuse the pun, but 
it just keeps on moving. It 
keeps on building." 

The band's hit track Keep On Movin' 
sold more than a million copies in 
America alone and Back To Life 
(However Do You Want Me) was a UK 
number one single. 

Soul II Soul have progressed from 
being one of the leaders of the 1980s 
warehouse scene to pioneering British 
black music around the world. 

But Jazzie remembers it was very 
different in the early days. "People 
didn't know who we were,” he laughs. 
"How cool is that? They thought we 
were Americans. We got so much 
recognition in America and we won 
things like Grammys, but we couldn't 
get nicked here." 

The band were even given a Soul II 
Soul Day in America and Jazzie has 
been given the keys to several US cities 
including Los Angeles and New York. 

The band has gone on to sell more 
than 10 millions albums worldwide 
during the course of their career, and 
Mary J Blige and Sean Kingston have 
both released cover versions of Back

What was it like working on the 
opening and closing ceremonies 
for the London Olympic and 
Paralympic ceremonies? 

IT WAS extraordinary to do - 23,000 
costumes. I'm very proud of it. It's 
was the equivalent of having my 
own West End show. It was a great 
career moment and I feel very 
fortunate to have been a part of it. 

Was there a lot of secrecy 
involved in the planning? 

EVERYTHING had to be kept secret 
beforehand; especially the 
involvement of the Queen for 
example. I was deeply involved with 
that and was working with the 
Palace to do doubles of the Queen's 
outfits. They were incredibly 
helpful. 

We knew what we were doing for 
the ceremonies was going to be 
amazing and we wanted it to be a 
complete surprise. It was a bit of a 
'phew moment' when it all worked. 
Great fun. 

How did your interest 
in costume and 
puppet design begin? 

I DID theatre design at Central 
Saint Martins. It was set and 
costume design and all that side 
of things. I've gone on to work 
on so many films and TV 
shows and it's an amazing 
industry. 

I've worked on a lot of 
costume effects and 
creature effects. It's working 
with the script and the day 
to day side of things. It's also 
coming up with ideas and 
solutions to problems. I like the 
challenge of it. I find it fascinating. 

Have you clocked up a lot of air 
miles working on film projects 
like Star Wars VII The Force 
Awakens, X-Men First Class and 
Harry Potter and The 
Philosopher's Stone? 

I'VE travelled a lot for my work. It's 
very exciting. I've been to America 
and Dubai, places like that, but you 
normally end up working in some 
industrial area or a retail park for 
very long hours. 

There are quite complex 
techniques we use in puppets. It's a 
developing science. We've been 
using 3D printing a lot lately and 
cutting edge techniques, but 
sometimes it is the most simple jobs 
that are the most complicated and 
take the most work. 

Are you a natural 
problem-solver? 

I LOVE a challenge and working out 
how to make an idea work. I'll keep 
thinking of it while I'm pottering 
around the house and, as I'm 
loading the dishwasher or 
something, I'll suddenly think 
"That's how we can do it.' 


Top costume and puppet designer Tahra Zafar has worked on everything from 
blockbuster movies to the London Olympics.

(LAUGHS). There'd be no space to 
do anything if I was surrounded by 
funny creatures and puppets. 
There's simply no room in my 
workshop. It's always full with the 
latest project I'm working on. 


You're about to make a lot 
of youngsters happy with 
the first tour of Bing 
Live! How did it come 
about? 

I'VE worked on a lot of 
pre-school shows like In 
The Night Garden, 

Zingzillas and Bing. 

The characters are 
very strong on the 
CBeebies show and 
the challenge is 
trying to create 
something that is 
still the bunny Bing 
that everyone knows 
and loves. 

We did some 




workshops and trials last year with 
children and looked at the size of 
the puppets. You have to be able to 
see the characters on the stage, but 
you don't want them looming or too 
big and scary. We've worked hard to 
get them just right and they are very 
tactile and friendly as well. 

How is Oscar-winning actor 
Mark Rylance involved in Bing? 

MARK RYLANCE is the voice of a 
character called Flop on the TV 
show and is fantastic. He is such an 
amazing theatre actor and it is going 
to be great to have a Flop in the 
theatre. 

(Laughs) It's just a shame we are 
not going to Shakespeare's Globe, 
where he used to be artistic director. 
We should try and push for that one 
next time. 

What's the best 
part of your job? 

IT'S an extraordinary thing when 
you create something and you then 
see it come to life on TV or film. You 
go 'wow' that was smashing. I love 
working on pre-school 
programmes and creating a 
lifetime of memories for 
children. It's so special. 

When you are walking down a 
road and you see a child 
clutching a toy of a character 
that you have helped to create, 
it's a wonderful feeling. 

Growing up, what did you 
watch yourself? 

IACKANORY and Blue 
Peter, but I remember 
the best time on TV 
used to be just 
before the Six 
O'clock News 
when they would 
show 

programmes like 
The Herbs, The 
Clangers and 
The Magic 
Roundabout. 
Everyone 
would rush 
home to 
watch them... 
including the 
adults.

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K ATE MOSSE, the author 
whose historical and 
Gothic adventure sagas 
have sold in their millions 
and are translated into 37 
languages, is back. 

Over the last decade, a series of 
family matters - including looking 
after her parents - and other work 
commitments, have prevented the 
best-selling author from focusing 
totally on writing. 

"A writer's life ebbs and flows. It's 
one of those jobs you can do until, 
as my mother-in-law Granny Rosie 
puts it, you drop off your perch,” 
she says brightly. 

For some years, the family home 
was multi-generational, Kate, 56, 
explains, before her father - who 
suffered from Parkinson's - died in 
2011, and her mother died 
suddenly in 2015. 

"My parents were wonderful and 
so supportive of everything I did. 

"The only thing that will be very 
weird is that neither of them will be 
there in the audience on 
publication day. But I'm lucky to 
have my mother-in-law, husband 
and children, and wider family." 

Now, she brings us The Burning 
Chambers, the first in a series of 
pure historical fiction, which she 
reckons is going to take her around 
eight years to complete. 

"I'm so excited and so nervous. 
My last big historical novel 
(Citadel) was back in 2012. Then I 
came across this story - and this is 
the first time ever I've been able to 
commit to writing a purely 
historical series of many books over 
300 years of history. I feel like a 
baby starting again.” 

The Burning Chambers is a 
'Romeo and Juliet' saga of 
forbidden love during the French 
Wars of Religion, opening on Kate's 
literary home turf of Carcassonne, 
south-west France, where the story 
of a courageous Catholic woman 
and a passionate Huguenot begins. 

She anticipates at least three 
more novels in the series. 

This first one is set in 16th 
century France, but the sequence 
of books will span 300 years to 
1880s Cape Town, via 17th century 
Amsterdam, featuring issues as 
diverse as immigration, moral 
conflicts and religious persecution. 

"All of my fiction is inspired by 
place. It's about being somewhere 
and hearing those echoes in the 
landscape, and thinking of all the 
people in the past who might have 
lived there and what their lives 
might have been like.” 

She was at a book festival in 
Franschhoek, near Cape Town in 
South Africa, when the idea took 
hold six years ago. 

"As I drove into the town for the 
first time, I saw a sign in the road 
saying Fanguedoc, the same area I 
write about in south-west France. 

"All the restaurants and hotels 
had French names. I wanted to 
know why this tiny corner of the 
world was French. 

"I discovered that seven 
Huguenot families had escaped 


persecution, sailing there from 
Amsterdam in the 17th century, 
and had been given a farm and 
started to grow the vines which 
became the South African wine 
industry. 

"From that moment, I had the 
idea of a Romeo and Juliet story; 
protestants, Catholics, and I knew I 
could tell this story of feuding 
families over 300 years and a lost 
legacy - and off I went.” 

Whereas other best-selling 
historical novelists - including 
Philippa Gregory and Hilary 
Mantel - tend to focus on real 
people in history, Kate creates 
fictional protagonists against a 
factual backdrop. 

"I'm a massive fan of both Hilary 
Mantel and Philippa Gregory - I 
think they're utterly brilliant - but 
I'm not writing about kings and 
queens or the people who make 
decisions, I'm writing about 
ordinary people whose lives are 
turned upside down because of the 
decisions of others." 

Her main protagonist, Minou 
Joubert, is a strong woman who 
sticks up for herself, challenges 
authority and is principled, 
independent and loving. 

"Female characters are 
important in all my books. The idea 
that I would not write strong female 
characters when I have only ever 


known strong women would be 
crazy, any more than I wouldn't 
write gentle men. 

"Stories of men always being 
tough and not being allowed to 
show their feelings and emotions 
and women's stories always being 
about finding a husband just aren't 
real life. We all know that both 
women and men are strong and 
vulnerable." 

In the light of the current furore 
about sexism in the workplace and 
the gender pay gap, Kate, 
co-founder of the Women's Prize 
for Fiction, feels the prize is more 
important than ever. 

"The Women's Prize matters an 
enormous amount, because it says 
'Look at this enormous range of 
women's creative talents! The prize 
is about celebration and honouring 
the best, which is just as important 
as looking at all the things that are 
difficult and bad, that we 
ought to be putting right.” 

Kate grew up around 
Chichester, West Sussex, 
and was penning stories 
and plays from an early age. 

Books were a part of 
everyday life. 

An accomplished 
violinist and pianist, she 
won a place at music college, but at 
the last minute realised she was 
never going to be good enough to 
be a soloist, so went to Oxford 
University to read English. After 
that, she worked as a secretary in a 
publishing company and was 
advised by an agent to write her 
own books. 

Success was slow, though, and 


she wrote several non-fiction and 
fiction books before she hit the big 
time with Labyrinth in 2005, the 
first in her hugely successful 
Languedoc trilogy. 

She is married to writer and 
creative writing teacher Greg, who 
took her name when they married. 

They have two grown-up children 
and divide their time between 
Chichester and Carcassonne. 

Kate has already started The City 
Of Tears, the next novel in the 
series, and is in conversation with 
several big TV companies about 
possible adaptations of The 
Burning Chambers. 

Television is a world she has 
already experienced. Labyrinth was 
made into a TV mini-series starring 
John Hurt and Vanessa Kirby (Kate 
had a cameo role as a tour guide) 
and The Winter Ghosts is in 
production, while as a playwright, 
she has adapted The 
Taxidermist's Daughter 
with her husband, to be 
staged next year. 

"The great thing about 
TV and film is that they 
take your stories to a wider 
audience. But for me, the 
joy is someone sitting 
down on their own with a 
cup of coffee and a book, and not 
being able to put it down," says 
Kate. 

"As a writer, that's what I'm after 
- someone being so caught up in 
the story that time passes without 
them knowing it.”

THE Pisces is an intense, 
often graphic, fiercely 
feminist and funny 
exploration of toxic 
relationship addiction. 

Lucy, is the sort of 
person who's only happy when 
obsessing about someone. When 
obsession turns to rejection, the 
emotional fallout is catastrophic, and 
yet perversely this mortal agony is 
when she feels most alive. 

When Lucy and her long-term 
boyfriend split up she's inconsolable 
so her half-sister asks her to 
house-sit for a summer in an 
exquisite glass-cubed pad on Venice 
Beach.

CHILDREN are raised on 
stories, which shape their 
views and expectations 
of the world - but fairy 
tales, like life can be cruel. 

Mara, a young woman brought to 
live on a remote Scottish island as a 
child, learns this lesson on the day a 
tragedy strikes her family. As her 
parents and sister splinter, Mara 
struggles to cope until she meets 
mysterious Pearl, who could change 
Mara's own narrative. 

In her fourth book, Logan again 
draws on her native Scotland's 
folklore to craft an energetic tale of 
love and family ties, in which 
islanders turn to stone on a cliff top 
and selkies may not be as mythical 
as they seem. 

At times it feels like an extended 
short story, particularly in the 
pacing, which ebbs like a tide to 
reveal the characters' secrets, 
rewarding readers with more depth 
than the genre usually allows.

Vegetables help keep 
your heart healthy 


I NCREASING numbers of people 
in the UK are going vegetarian. 
But while many choose to cut out 
meat for moral 
and environmental 
reasons, some are 
turning towards a 
veg-based diet to 
bolster their health. 

It's not actually 
necessary to eat meat 
to get all the nutrients 
needed for good 
health, and because 
vegetarians tend to eat 
more plant-based 
foods, they often enjoy 
a diet lower in 
calories, saturated fat and 
cholesterol. 

It is often assumed that vegetarians 
and vegans don't get enough protein, 
(which is abundant in meat). 
However, plant protein can 
adequately meet or even exceed 
recommended protein intake, 
through eating whole grains and 
legumes, plus foods including lentils, 
nuts, seeds, dairy and eggs. 

That being said, it can be easy to 
eat a veggie diet of junk food, like 
pizza, chips and snacks, so 
vegetarians need to be careful they 
get all of the nutrients the body 
needs, particularly B12, calcium, iron 
and zinc. 

Lynne Elliot, chief executive of the 
Vegetarian Society suggests anyone 
who is thinking of going veggie 
should follow a balanced diet, with 
five portions of fruit and veg a day, 
plenty of complex carbohydrates and 
antioxidants, as well as keeping your 
saturated fat and cholesterol down. 

"A vegetarian diet can be a 
refreshing change," she adds, so even 
if you aren't thinking of cutting out 
meat full-time, cutting back or having 
'meat-free' days can totally liven up 
your cooking repertoire (and you 


heart disease by nearly a third 
(32%), concluding that it was 
likely down to the diet's effect 
on lowering cholesterol and 
blood pressure. 

3 IT COULD LOWER YOUR RISK 
OF GETTING CANCER 

THE World Cancer Research 
Fund describes eating red or

CUTTING out meat can markedly 
reduce fat intake, especially 
saturated fat - which has been linked 
to clogged arteries and 
coronary heart disease.

( than four times the fat 
of pulses such as 
beans, lentils and 
peas, and making a 
bolognese or curry 
with Quorn meat or 
soya mince, for example,

5 LOWER CHOLESTEROL 
AND BLOOD PRESSURE 

A STUDY by the Vegetarian Society 
claims that a balanced vegetarian 
diet contains up to twice as much 
fibre as the national average diet, and 
soluble fibre can help to keep 
cholesterol under control. 

Soya foods and nuts have been 
shown to be especially helpful in 
keeping cholesterol levels low. 


A vegetarian 
diet can be a 
refreshing 
change...

C an you believe 
this? Anew 
survey claims 
one in 11 have 
already started 
shopping for 
Christmas - even 
though the time 
for tinsel and toys is still seven 
months distant. 

Those early shoppers have 
already spent an average £658, 
according to American Express. 

There can be good reasons in 
shopping early - booking for 
Christmas fairs, shows, visits to 
Santa in Lapland and other 
midwinter activities can be 
cheaper although you'll miss out 
on Black Friday promotions. 

Springtime Christmas shoppers 
often buy jewellery. And this 
could mean early, easy pickings 
for thieves with homes having 
expensive items still in their 
wrappings, ready to steal and sell. 

Thieves are always on the 
lookout for "bling" - some 
couples, inspired by the 
forthcoming royal wedding, are 
laying out on jewellery, although 
probably less expensive than 
Meghan and Harry's. 

Burglars are clever at spotting 
which homes have gold and silver 
worth stealing and which flats and 
houses they see as a "waste of 
time" because the inhabitants 
wear cheap bangles and plastic 
watches. 

They'll look through windows, 
or watch to see where people 
wearing expensive jewellery or 
top of the range watches live. A 
£1,000 mobile phone will also 
attract thieves who reckon if 
someone can afford that much, 
they must have other things worth 
nicking. And even if criminals are 
wrong and you don't have 
anything valuable, they'll damage 
your home breaking in and 
searching. 

They know that most people

who have home safes keep them in 
bedrooms so they head there first. 
It's also where most valuables are 
stored as well. Safes rarely deter 
determined thieves. They'll lever 
them from the wall, take them 
away in a car and break them open 
later when no one is watching. 

Last year, Halifax Home 
Insurance dealt with 437 claims for 
stolen jewellery. Multiply that for 
all the other insurers means there 
were tens of thousands of homes 
where break-ins led to bling going 
missing. So it's a real danger. 

The insurer says many older 
people have forgotten that 
jewellery and other gold 
bought many years ago has 
soared in value. The meltdown 
value of wedding rings has 
increased around 50 times 
over the past 50 years. 

Insurers will pay out if 
valuables are stolen. But 
many will offer replicas of 
what you have lost - they 
can't do anything about 
sentimental value.

■ Never advertise your bling to the 
world. It's simple to follow someone 
and break in later. 

■ Talk to your insurer before buying 
expensive jewellery. That way, the risk 
can be covered immediately 

■ If you wear expensive items in the 
street, insure them against "all risks". 
It will probably mean paying extra. 
Otherwise, you'll only be covered for 
thefts at home. 

■ Locks are a whole lot cheaper than a 
break-in. But if you have security 


devices, be sure to use them - insurers 
can refuse claims when a home owner 
fails to activate alarms or secure 
windows and doors. 

■ Take photos of expensive items to 
help insurers value, re-create or trace 
stolen items. This also helps the police. 

■ Ensure you get old items revalued 
regularly. Otherwise, insurers will only 
pay part of your claim if you are a 
burglary victim. 

■ The Which? website has a map of 
burglary hotspots. But no one is safe.

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It's finally time to put 
on a display, but how 
do you ensure a riot of 
colour that lasts? 


It's the right time of year to 
sort out your hanging baskets 



T he echo that I hear 
in garden centres 
and nurseries at the 
moment is shop¬ 
pers musing in front 
of colourful displays 
of shivering 
bedding saying, 

"I've got to do my baskets" 

It's that time of the year - we want 
to be ready for when it's frost free, 
usually by the end of May, to hang 
our exuberant displays of colour 
around the house. 

Whether it's by the front door, 
under pergolas or arches, or from 
brackets anywhere, planting a hang¬ 
ing basket has as much ritual, pomp 
and ceremony as a royal wedding. 

But what will you need apart from 
your basket? 

Good quality multi-purpose com¬ 
post is essential - don't skimp on this 
bit as this will be the basis of your 
successful basket. You can add in 
some water-retaining gel pellets and 
slow-release fertiliser, although nei¬ 
ther is necessary if you are vigilant 
about watering and add a liquid 


tomato feed once a week during the 
summer. 

If using a traditional wire basket, 
you will need to line this first to keep 
soil and plants in. 

Moss looks good but if you can't 
get your hands on some, there are 
plenty of ready-to-buy cardboard or 
fibre linings. Failing that, a plastic 
sheet, such as an old compost bag, 
will do just as well. Ideally your bas¬ 
ket will end up smothered in flowers 
so the lining won't be visible anyway. 

Make some slits in the lining 
around the base of the basket - this 
will enable you to plant some trailing 
varieties. 

Place a layer of compost on the 
bottom of the basket and gently push 
the trailing plants from the inside 
gently through the liner, keeping the 
rootball within the basket. 

Cover with a layer of compost and, 
depending on the size of your basket 
(and your ambition!), you might do 
another layer of trailing plants. 

For the top layer you will want your 
star plant which has a bit of height 
and volume. Best bets for non-stop 


flowering during the summer are the 
old reliables, petunias, calibrachoa, 
pelargoniums, marguerites, fuchsias, 
begonias and lobelias. 

Foliage plants can act as a calming 
contrast to this riot of colourful flow¬ 
ers. Helichrysum Silver Mist has 
lovely silvery green textured foliage 
which will work well with either pas¬ 
tel colours or to cool hot colours. It's 
easy to grow and there's a lovely 
trailing variety called 'Gold' which 
has zingy golden yellow foliage. 

Creeping jenny (Lysimachia Aurea) 
also has yellow-green leaves and is 
often used to cascade over the edges 
of containers and baskets. Mean¬ 
while, Dichondra Silver Falls is a real 
beauty, creating a waterfall of silvery 
leaves and it can even look stunning 
just planted on its own. 

Its drought tolerance is an added 
bonus as baskets can dry out so 
easily. Trailing nepeta has that 
distinctive catmint scent and there's 
nothing to stop you popping in some 
other herbs such as basil, parsley and 
sage in order to create a herb hanging 
basket. 



JOBS FOR THE WEEK 


■ You can sow courgettes 
and pumpkins in pots for 
planting outdoors next 
month. French and runner 
beans and sweetcorn will 
also be ready for sowing 
outdoors after frost is 
gone. 

■ Prune early flowering 
spring shrubs such as 
forsythia and ribes after 
the flowers have gone. 

Early flowering clematis 
such as C. Montana and the 
evergreen C. armandii can 


also be clipped back after 
flowering if necessary. 

■ Continue hardening off 
tender bedding for 
outdoors. 

■ It's a good time to start a 
compost heap to manage 
weeds and lawn clippings. 
Mix with brown waste such 
as newspaper and card¬ 
board for best results. 

■ Repair lawn patches 
with a seed and feed mix. 


■ Make homemade 
liquid feed - stew leaves 
of nettle or comfrey in 
water for a high nitrogen 
type. 

■ It's time to sow lettuce, 
radish, spring onions and 
carrots at fortnightly 
intervals. 

■ Pinch out seedlings of 
annuals such as cosmos 
and zinnia. Doing this will 
help to form bushier, 
stronger plants. 
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But for something really different, 
choose an ipomoea with its very sharp 
looking leaves. 'Purple Heart' has dark 
purple, almost black heart-shaped leaves, 
whereas 'Solar Power Green' has bright 
limey green, ivy-shaped leaves. This 


foliage plant does best in full sun. 

If you don't have the possibility of 
planting in full sun, use shade-loving 
plants such as hosta, tiarella and ivy 
begonias and fuchsia will tolerate partial 
shade as well. 


ASK DIARMUID 


Q Please could you advise on 
a bit of an issue? 

I have a half dozen or so 
fruit bushes in pots (blueber¬ 
ries, redcurrants, fig, black¬ 
berry and kiwi) and blackcur¬ 
rant, raspberries and rhubarb 
in the ground in the garden. 

I recently saw a rat in the 
garden and I'm now worried 
that I need to throw all these 
plants away. Can I still use 
the fruit or will I have to start 
again? 

I'm so upset because it has 
taken me years to get 
everything to produce a good 
crop.

PLANT OF THE WEEK 


CLEMATIS TRANCES RIVIS r 


This is a superb early flowering 
clematis, very hardy and easy 
to grow. I love the slight twist 
to its violet blue nodding 
flowers, and the decorative 
silky seed heads that come 
after. Like all clematis it 
prefers a cool root run so plant 
among other shrubs to give a 
bit of shade. Failing that, some 


stones around the base of the 
plant will help. It flowers on 
shoots produced the previous 
year and needs little pruning, 
but if you do need to clip it 
back, wait until after flowering 
and when fear of frost is gone. 
Growing to between 6 to 8 feet 
tall, it can tolerate a bit of 
shade. 


Our gardens aren't closed 
containers - they are visited 
by all types of creatures both 
domestic and wild throughout 
the day but often nocturnally 
as well. 

Many of these creatures 
would be interested in what 
we are growing, whether 
ornamental or productive, and 
even the best kitchen gardens 
are not immune to this. 

So don't be overly con¬ 
cerned - wash everything 
before use but if something 
has been nibbled at, get rid of 
it, but not on to your compost 
heap.

T he clamber by motorists to drive one 
of the ever growing band of small- 
to-medium sized Sports Utility 
Vehicles continues unabated as 
many see them as a viable 
alternative to the family hatchback because 
they offer more interior space, decent 
enough comfort and are fairly economical to 
run. 

Equally, as a result, car makers are 
clambering too in adding many choices of 
such models to their range in order to tap 
into this lucrative but now crowded market 
sector to win over customers. 

Take Spanish car maker SEAT who now 
offer around 20 versions of their new mid¬ 
sized SUV Arona with a wide choice of trim 
levels and three petrol and two diesel engine 
outputs all within a sensible on-the-road

price range of £16,555 to £24,860. 

Clearly aimed at the something for 
everyone philosophy the car still has to be a 
good one at the end of the day to win over 
the potential car buyer and that’s certainly 
the case of the 1.0-litre 94bhp TSi SE 
Technology model (costing £17,545 OTR) 
tested here. 

Naturally being part of the big Volkswagen 
group the Spanish have borrowed 
mechanical parts from the ‘family bin’ and 
in this case the already widely praised three- 
cylinder turbocharged petrol engine which 
in the Arona gives a gutsy bur equally 
refined performance. 

Sitting on standard 17-inch wheels it really 
is quite fun to drive, very civilised and yet 
agile enough and while lighter and sitting 


lower than its bigger ’sister’ - the Ateca - it 
deals remarkably well with our ever 
increasing number of road bumps and divets 
making it quite a settle performer without 
causing any dramas. 

The standard five-speed manual gearbox is 
light, yet slick in up and down gear change 
movement and naturally for such a small 
engine the driver needs to change down to 
fourth or third gear when wanting quicker 
acceleration for overtaking manoeuvres. 

Based on the Ibiza platform this Arona 
gives a firm but comfortable ride, corners 
accurately with controlled body roll when 
doing so at speed without any dramas and 
overall and there is only minor wind noise 
from the sharp-angles shaped mirrors when 
driving at speed out on the motorway. 

In terms of fuel consumption the one-litre 
94bhp tested here returned a commendable 
enough average of 53.1mpg on test - quite 
close to the official combined figure of 
57.6mpg. 

Inside the cabin is obviously styled like the 
Ibiza and other SEAT cars with plenty of 
hard and sturdy feeling plastic trims while 
the seats are comfortable enough and there’s 
plenty of head and shoulder room even in 
the back which will seat three adults if 
pushed - one of its main rivals, the Citroen 
C3 Airflow does offer a bit more but is 
nowhere as comfortable. 

For the driver there’s a slick eight-inch 
infotainment system on the SE Technoloy 


model tested along with connectivity and 
the like plus an excellent level of equipment 
with the dials and controls all easily and 
sensibly placed. 

Boot space of over 400 litres is certainly 
decent enough and naturally with the 60/40 
split rear seats backs dropping one or both 
down extends the load area to make it about 
the best in class. 

To try and make the Arona range - 
incidentally the car’s name comes from that 
of a town named as such in Tenerife - stand 
out more SEAT has made all models with 
metallic paint as standard along with the 
choice of three hues for the roof. 

There are different body colours too and 
the test car was quite striking in bright red 
with a black roof and SEAT claim there are 
some 30 possible combinations for drivers to 
choose from and all aimed at making the 
Arona stand out from the rest of the mid 
sized SUV pack. 

As with its sister models the Arona comes 
with plenty of safety features on board such 
as six airbags, autonomous braking and both 
front and rear seat belt reminders so little 
wonder is has passed the five-star Euro 
NCAP rating exam. 

The test car and its 94bhp engine will 
more than suit many drivers but for those 
wanting a bit more power there are two 
bigger petrol engine outputs of 114bhp and 
148bhp plus a 1.6-litre diesel with either 
94bhp or 114bhp.

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A MODEST PROPOSAL 



J ust how pampered would 
you like to feel in your car? 
If the answer is ’really 
rather a lot’ you might 
then expect a big bill to 
keep you happy. 

But thanks to what they call the 
trickle down effect, what starts off 
posh and pricey soon becomes 
normal and not that dear. Nowhere 
is this sense of democratisation 
seen more keenly than in cars. 

Want proof? Well, the rather 
modest Vauxhall Astra you see here 
will warm a driver’s chill hands at 
the push of a discreet button as the 
leather-bound steering wheel 
gently heats up. 

Not so long ago that chilly 
morning delight was confined to 
cars vastly dearer than this modest 
Astra, where warm hands (and 
warm bottoms for driver and front 
seat passenger) comes as an 
equally modestly priced £355 
winter pack. 

Just as modest, and equally 
welcome, is a three-cylinder 1.0- 
litre engine that provides zesty 
performance with the enthusiasm 


of a puppy scampering in the park 
and still managed 45.6mpg over 
the 500 miles of its test. 


Even with a mere 999cc to move 
it along this turbocharged tearaway 
will top 120mph and hit 62mph in 


a tick above ten seconds. In other 
words, plenty of performance for 
its family focused role in life. 

The Astra also shows how a 
hatchback can do more with less 
when compared to the current 
craze for SUVs, cars built taller and 
heavier as they try to look butch on 
the school run. 

They all have physics against 
them when a corner arrives, either 
leaning over on soft springs or 
staying upright on stiff suspension 
that does nothing for the ride. 

The lower-slung Astra hatch 
actually feels a bit sporty as its 
lower build helps it spear round 
bends as its decently supple 
springs soak up the potholes and 
scars of a modern British road. 

You can pay as little as £17,115 
for your Astra, which brings a car 
in Design trim with alloy wheels, 
air conditioning, cruise control, 
DAB radio, remote central locking 
and electric front windows and 
door mirrors. 

Its non-turbo 1.4-litre engine is 
no ball of fire and quite high in 
tailpipe emissions - better to move 


to a quicker, cleaner 1.0-litre 
turbo at £17,795. That tempting 
winter pack is offered on either, 
by the way. 

The Astra hatchback range tops 
out at a frankly unlikely sounding 
£25,095 for a car with 1.6-litre bi¬ 
turbo diesel that promises plenty 
of performance and useful fuel 
frugality - after you’ve found the 
purchase price. 

You might feel this car, in 
highish SRi Nav trim with chirpy 
little petrol engine strikes a fine 
balance between the extremes of 
Astradom. 

You certainly shouldn’t feel 
shortchanged after exchanging 
your £21,095 for one. 

On the standard equipment fist 
is all the kit already mentioned as 
well as bigger alloys, satellite 
navigation and a forward facing 
camera that warns if you don’t 
start braking in time and will start 
to slow you if necessary. 

It’s all fitted to a car that feels 
solid and well built, if a bit black 
on black inside, and ready to keep 
you cosy on a chilly day.

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FIRST DRIVE: Suzuki Swift Sport by Chris Russon 




B ig on power, low on 
weight - a simple 
but effective 
formula that’s being 
brought into play 
with the new Suzuki Swift 
Sport. 

Just a few laps of the track 
of Ireland’s Mondello Park 
circuit proved that this so- 
called warm hatch has more 
about it than the statistics 
dictate. 

Sharp handling - even 
close to the limit - and 
masses of mid-range pull 
make this a car to savour. 

At full bore it whisks 
through its paces in no 
uncertain terms with a feel 
that belies its 0 to 60 time of 
8.1 seconds and 130mph top 
speed. 

At £17,999 it is the flagship 
of the new Swift range and 
comes fully kitted with sat 
nav, lane departure warning, 
adaptive cruise control and a 
host of other safety features 
built in. 

Compared to the previous 
Swift Sport it’s a breath of 
fresh air - and comes in 


thousands cheaper than 
alternatives. 

Of the current crop of 
warm to hot hatches only 
the Volkswagen up! GTI can 
give it a run for the money - 
and that’s a much smaller 
car. 

The Swift Sport is of 
similar proportions to the 
VW Polo and comes dressed 
to look the part with carbon 
fibre-effect finishes all round 
and a tailgate spoiler. 

And in a nod to the GTI 
pack, Suzuki has decked out 
the interior of the Swift Sport 
with plenty of red highlights 
in the trim as well as some 
comfortable sports seats. 

With a weight of just 975 
kg it is some 70 kg lighter 
than before and makes use 
of Suzuki’s latest 1.4 
Boosterjet turbo engine that 
develops 140ps with a 
plentiful amount of torque 
on tap - 230Nm to be 
precise and that’s more than 
40 per cent up on what you 
got out of the previous 
version. 

Sitting on Monroe shock 


absorbers the Swift Sport 
makes full use of its power 
as you move through the 
gears yet fuel economy is 
rated at 50.4mpg with 
emissions of 125g/km. 

And that’s no idle boast for 
out on the road we managed 
to average 46 to the gallon 
without having to try. 

Even on the track it 
returned fuel figures in the 
low 30s and that is 
impressive. 

Sitting on 17-inch alloys 
and with six paint finishes, 
none of which cost extra the 
Swift Sport stacks up well 
compared to the opposition. 

As sporty hatches go it’s 
on the roomy side. Four can 
sit in a modicum of comfort, 
five adults is a squeeze, and 
boot space ranges from 265 
litres to 579 with the rear 
seats down. 

Yes, there are some quirks 
such as the red back colour 
to the rev counter and a G- 
meter and power-flow 
readouts in the instrument 
panel but some will like 
those. 


As well as a full suite of 
safety systems which use a 
combination of camera and 
laser systems, the Swift Sport 
also comes with high beam 
assist which automatically 
controls the headlights for 
maximum illumination. 


In addition to the adaptive 
cruise the car is also fitted 
with a lane departure 
prevention function and a 
weaving alert system. 

From the connectivity 
point of view, the Swift Sport 
has full smartphone 


compatibility hooked up to 
the car’s systems via a seven- 
inch touchscreen. 

In every way this is up with 
the best. The Swift Sport is 
high on value, good to drive 
and most importantly - it’s 
fun.
